WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP) .— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today approved a measure 
to wipe out President Roosevelt's 
decree limiting salaries to $25,000 
after taxes and substitute a more 


liberal ceiling. 

It was the first formal move in 
the new Congress to challenge an 
order issued by the President un- 
der the sweeping War Powers 
Acts. Representative Disney 


(Dem.), Oklahoma, its sponsor, 
called the action “a revolt against 
government by directive.” 

The plan would peg. salaries 
which exceed $25,000 net to their 
level of Dec. 7, 1941, while stipu- 
lating that salaries which did not 
exceed $25,000 before Dec. 7 could 
not rise above that now. It was 
attached as a rider to a bill rais- 
ing the nation’s legal debt limit 
from 110 billion dollars to 210 bil- 
lion dollars. 

The committee adopted the Dis- 
ney proposal 15 to 10 after reject- 
ing a move by’ Representative 
Gearhart (Rep.), California, pro- 
viding only for outright repeal of 
the President's limitation. The 
was defeated, 
10 to 15, on party lines. Five Dem- 
ocrats joined the 10 Republicans 
in supporting Disney’s rider; in 
addition to the author they were 
Representatives Mills of Arkansas, 
West of Texas, Camp of Georgia 
and Wasielewski of Wisconsin, 

The legislation probably will 
reach the House floor next week 
and its backers claimed bi-partisan 
support. The Senate Finance 
Committee already has approved 
a bill merely increasing the debt 
limit but Chairman George (Dem.) 
Georgia, said he would ask the 
members to review the House ac- 
tion before reporting to the floor. 

Republican Statement. 

The jubilant Republican mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee joined in a statement de- 
scribing the outcome of the six- 
week controversy as a step toward 
“recapture or prerogatives that 
belong solely to the _ legislative 
branch of our government.” 

“The action before us,” they 
gaid. “was one of the construc- 
tion of law, rather than policy. 
The President had unlawfully 
ursurped functions of Congress 
and the vote was on that phase 
rather than upon policy. 

“In consideration of this mat- 
ter, it must not be lost sight of 
that the action will, when ap- 
proved by Congress, result in 
bringing back into the Treasury 
110 million dollars annually in in- 
come taxes which would have been 
lost had the President’s ill-advised 
order been allowed to stand.” 

Under the Disney plan, the 
salary order would be retroactive 
to Oct. 2, 1942, the date when the 
second Emergency Price Control 
Act became effective.

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Rationing Is Expected to Kill Sale 
Of Millions of Pairs of White Shoes 


One of the incidental headaches 
produced by shoe rationing is what 
the trade is to do with the millions 
of pairs of white summer shoes or- 
dered by merchants last autumn, 


produced in the factories this win- 
ter and held for sale in the spring 
and early summer. 

One of the large St. Louis deal- 
ers, who asked that his name be 
withheld, put the problem this 
way: 

“Everybody has been buying 
shoes since rationing started. 
whether they need them or not. 
They’re not going to be cble to buy 
another pair until June 16. 

“Our white shoe season starts at 


_| Easter, April 25 this year, and ends 


the Fourth of July. You might say 
that May and June is our season. 
Well, the season’s going to be al- 
most over before the people who 
are buying shoes now can buy a 
pair of white ones. 

“After the Fourth of July we cut 
the price—you can buy them for a 
song then, because the stores are 
trying to get rid of them. Who’s 
going to buy white shoes June 17 
when he knows that if he waits a 
couple of weeks he can buy them 
for a song?” 

The shoe retailers don’t know 
the answer, and neither do the 
manufacturers, who have been re-

orders in every mail. Their na- 
tional trade organizations are ex- 
pected to take the matter up with 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, seeking, for at least the 
forthcoming season, an exemption 
of white shoes from rationing. 

Another group that has a shoe 
rationing worry is the St. Louis 
Safety Council which fears that 
rationing will curtail the sale of 
safety shoes—reinforced footwear 
designed to protect the feet of 
industrial workers from occupa- 
tional injuries. 

Ray M. Seeker, chairman of the 
council’s engineering division has 
already written to the OPA ask- 
ing exemption from rationing for 
these shoes. 

“Our group, composed of safety 
directors from most of this area’s 
war plants, believes many work- 
ers will cease purchasing safety 
shoes if they must choose between 
protecting their own feet and pro- 
viding shoes to members of their 
families,” Seeker wrote. 

About the only ones not con- 
cerned with shoe rationing are the 
men and women who like to plant 
their feet on an ottoman or a 
table and wriggle their toes in the 
comfort of house slippers. They’re 
not rationed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Lost 
in the rush of the war news of the 
last week was a Senate revolt over 
concentration of war orders in big 
firms, with 100 huge corporations 
now having 70 per cent of all war 
contracts. 

Before the beginning of the war, 


according to Senator Harry S. Tru- 
man of Missouri, 70 per cent of 
the nation’s manufacturing was 
done by about 175,000 small and 
moderate-sized firms and the 100 
giants had the balance. Now, ac- 
cording to Truman, this ration has 
been reversed. 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney, 
long a foe of monopoly and an 
advocate of national incorporation 
for corporate enterprise, put«into 
the record in the course of the de- 
bate a list of the 100 and the total 
of their contracts. At the top is 
General Motors with contracts of 
$7,251,100,000. Each of the first 10 
on O’Mahoney’s list has more than 
$1,500,000,000 in war contracts. 

Others on List. 

Second on the list is the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation with $4,613,- 
100,000. Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion wag third with $2,953,600,000. 
The next 10 with their totalg were: 
Douglas Ajircraft, $2,373,100,000; 
United Aircraft, $2,342,600,000; Ford 
Motor Co., $2,036,100,000; Boeing 
Airplane Co., $1,826,100,000; Con- 
sOlidated Aircraft Corporation, $1,- 
758,500,000; United States Steel, 
$1,682,500,000, and the Chrysler 
Corporation, $1,562,000,000. Only 
two corporations in the St. Louis 
area, Western Cartridge with $338,- 
800,000, and McQuay-Norris Manu- 
factyring Co., at the bottom with 
$103,300,000, are included in the list.

Persons Buying Canned. Goods, 
Transferring Contents to Jars 
Risk Poisoning, Official Says. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 

A warning that some hoarders of 

canned goods may be poisoning 

themselves was posted today by the 

Department of Agriculture. 

Dr. Russell M. Wilder, medical 
advisor of the Food Distribution 
Administration in the department, 
said that reports received here 
showed that many housewives — 
who when rationing of canned 
good. starts must report. their 
stocks—were buying canned goods 
and transferring the contents to 
glass jars, intending to claim them 
as home canned. 

Most foods that are removed 
from cans, Dr. Wilder said, must 
be reprocessed before they can be 
preserved in glass jars and even 
then the product becomes a soupy 
mess with decreased food value 
and “may be unsafe to eat.”

—Far below the ocean surface, not 
far from Tokyo, a U. S. submarine 
cruised about with just enough 


speed to maintain steerageway. 

A white-shrouded figure lay on a 
table in the ward room mess. He 
was Fireman George W. Platter, 
21 years old, of Buffalo, N. Y., 
acutely ill with appendicitis. An 
operation was in progress. 

The faces of men clustered about 
the table were tense. Occasionally 
one raised questioning eyes to the 
youngster who wielded the surgical 
instruments. 

He was not a surgeon but a chief 
pharmacist’s mate, Thomas A. 
Moore of Chino Valley, Ariz., and 
he never had performed a surgical 
operation. 

For more than five hours he 
worked, and finally extracted the 
badly inflamed appendix. Platter 
was sewn up and taken to the sick 
bay. A few minutes later the sub- 
marine surfaced to recharge its 
batteries, but sighted and fired a 
torpedo into an enemy ship and 
then submerged again, under a 
heavy depth charge attack. 

Details of the unique operation 
were reported today by the officers 
and men of the submarine Silver- 
sides upon return from a success- 
ful patrol of enemy waters. Plat- 
ter, long ago recovered, was as fit 
as any member of the crew. 

When Platter decided it was time 
his appendix should come out, the 
skipper, Lieut.

Troops Swap Yarns. 

The weary troops opened their 
canned field rations, sprawled on 
the ground and swapped yarns. 

The smell of death still tainted 
the air— there were Japanese 
bodies around—but for the first 
time since Aug. 7 the atmosphere 
of tension was lifted. The con- 
stant rattle of machine guns and 
rifles and the boom of artillery 
and mortars were missing. Guadal- 
canal again was a peaceful tropi- 
cal island. 

But as a constant reminder that 
this still was war, a group of 
Japanese prisoners sprawled on 
the ground under guard. Some 
were all but dead from malaria; 
others who had lacked food in the 
field were so weak they could 
barely lift their heads or hands.

RUSSIANS MOVING

Big Don City Reported 
Set Afire by Germans

LONDON, Feb. 13—The crush- 
ing winter drive of the Russians 
swept around Kharkov to the 
northwest today, @ special Russian 
communique recorded by the Soviet 
Monitor announced, while the Red 
Army drew its net tighter abeut 
Rostov, which, it was reported, 
the Germans weére burning in evi- 
dent preparations for withdrawal, 

Slicing across the Kharkov- 
Bryansk railway for the first 
time, Soviet forces captured Zo- 
lachev, 20 miles northwest of the 
indust capital of the Ukraine, 
the communique said. 

The Red Army thus had pene 
trated the German winter line to 
a point almost directly north of 
Dnieperopetrovsk on the big bend 
of the Dnieper River where, some 
observers believed, the Germans 
were preparing to form a second 
line of defense. Dnieperopetrovsk 
is about 120 miles south and 
slightly west of Zolachev. 

The Russian midnight com. 
munique, issued after the special 
communique, announced the cap- | 
ture of Liptsi, 15 miles northeast 


of Kharkov, and Rogan, a village 
only 11 miles from the city. 


Arc About Kharkov. 


Kharkov now is closely menaced 
by Russian forces on three sides, 
previous penetrations having car- 
— the Red Army to Chuguyev, 

miles to the southeast, Lozo- 
vaya, 70 miles to the south, and 
villages and towns 18 miles direct- 
ly to the east. 

Rostov, already reported under 
Russian artillery fire from three 
sides, fell tighter within * near-en- 
circling Russian lines with the an- 
nouncement of the capture of 
Novocherkassk, only 19 miles from 
Rostov and the last large town on 
the Voronezh railway to the north- 
east of the city. 

A CBS cc-::spondent in Moscow 
said it was reported that the Ger- 
mans had set fire to Rostov, an 
action which presumably would be 
ordered only in case the Germans 
were getting ready to evacuate 
their forces from the city for the 
second time. 

No such drastic -ction was taken 
in Nover -~, 1941, when the Ger~ 
mans were forced to withdraw at 
the beginning of the first Russian 
winter counteroffensive, and if 
they had fired the city this time it 
presumably was because they did 
not expect to return.

LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP). — A 
surging drive of the Red Army, 
which was breaking down all Ger- 
man barriers, even those defending 
Kharkov, carried the Russians to 
the suburbs of that No. 1 Nazi base 
in the eastern Ukraine today and 
flanked the city from the north- 
west, according to two Russian 
communigques recorded by the 
Soviet monitor. 

The Russians drove to within 11 
miles of Kharkov’s city limits on 
the southeast and 15 miles on the 
northeast. 

They also tightened their net on 
the other major German base of 
Rostov on the Don where the in- 
vaders were reported to have set 
fire to the city in apparent prepa- 


ration to evacuate their forces. 

In a 35-mile drive to the south- 
west since capturing Belgorod, the 
Russians took Zolachev, 20 miles 
northwest of Kharkov, where they 
cut the Kharkov-Bryansk railway 
line for the first time, a special 
communique announced. 

For the first time in several 
days of announcements of rapid 
advances, the Russians told of 
heavy German casualties. They 
said 5000 enemy soldiers were 
killed in the Voroshilovsk, Kras- 
noarmeisk and Chugugev areas. 

Tightening Arc. 

With Kharkov’ thus more than 
half encircled, the Russians 
smashed forward in an arc about 
the city, capturing Liptsi, 15 miles 
to the northeast; Rogan, 11 miles to 
the southeast; Kamennaya-Yaruga, 
17 miles to the southeast, and Kaza- 
chye-Lopan, 22 miles to the north. 
These victories were announced in 
the regular midnight communique 
which was broadcast later. 

The Russians also said _ that 
Taranovka, 24 miles south of Khar- 
kov, had fallen. Taranovka is on 
the railroad that runs to Lozo- 
vaya, already in Russian hands. 

The thrust to Zolachev took the 
Russians well west of the Ger- 
mans’ 1942 winter line and into 
Ukraine territory in the hands of 
the invaders since 1941. 

The drive cut the last of the 
main rail lines out of Kharkov, 
the formerly great industrial cen- 
ter of 750,000 population which 
was known as “Russia’s Pitts- 
burgh” However, three branch 
lines to the west and southwest 
are still open. The Russians now 
are within artillery range of the 
city from three sides. 

Zolachev is almost due north of 
Dneiperopetrosk, city on the big 
bend of the Dneiper River, which 
some observers beli the Ger- 
mans intend to be their next main 
line of defense in South Russia,

Soviet monitor. 

The Russians drove to within 11 
miles of Kharkov’s city limits on 
the southeast and 15 miles on the 
northeast. 

They also tightened their net on 
the other major German base of 
Rostov on the Don where the in- 
vaders were reported to have set 
fire to the city in apparent prepa- 
ration to evacuate their forces. 

In a 35-mile drive to the south- 
west since capturing Belgorod, the 
Russians took Zolachev, 20 miles 
northwest of Kharkov, where they 
cut the Kharkov-Bryansk railway 
line for the first time, a. 
communique announced. 

For the first time in several 
days of announcements of rapid 
advances, the Russians told of 
heavy German casualties. They 
said 5000 enemy soldiers were 
killed in the Voroshilovsk, Kras- 
moarmeisk and Chugugev areas. 

Tightening Arc. 

With Kharkov thus more than 
half encircled, the Russians 
smashed forward in an arc about 
the city, capturing Liptsi, 15 miles 
to the northeast; Rogan, 11 miles to 
the southeast; Kamennaya-Yaruga, 
17 miles to the southeast, and Kaza- 
chye-Lopan, 22 miles to the north. 
‘These victories were announced in 
the regular midnight communique 
which was broadcast later. 

The thrust to ZoMchev took the 
Russians well west of the Ger- 
mans’ 1942 winter line and into 
Ukraine territory in the hands of 
the invaders since 1941. 

The drive cut the last of the 
main rail lines out of Kharkov, 
the formerly great industrial cen- 
ter of 750,000 population ‘ which 
was known as “Russia's Pitts- 
burgh.” However, three branch 
lines to the west and southwest 
are still open. The Russians now 
are within artillery range of the 
city from three sides. 

Zolachev ig almost due north of 
Dneiperopetrosk, city on the big 
bend of the Dneiper River, which 
gome observers believe the Ger- 
mans intend to be their next main 
line of defense in South Russia, 
mow that the great hedgehog sys- 
tem of the Orel-Kursk-Belgorod- 
Kharkov-Rostov line has crumbled. 

Rostov, already reported under 
Russian artillery fire from three 
sides, fell tighter within near-en- 
circling Russian lines with the an- 
mouncement of the capture of 
Novocherkassk, only 19 miles from

Clothing Men Warned of Rationing

—Far below the ocean surface, not 
far from Tokyo, a U. S. submarine 
cruised about with just enough 

speed to maintain steerageway.

21 years old, of Buffalo, N. Y., 
acutely ill with appendicitis. An 
operation was in progress. 

The faces of men clustered about 
the table were tense.

irreplaceable. 

Paul V. McNutt, chairman of 
the War Man-power Commission, 
and Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
director of Selective Service, dis- 
closed the actual rate of induc- 
tions, in outlining the draft out- 
look in a joint radio broadcast. 
Heretofore, this rate hag been a 
closely-guarded secret. 

Emphasizing the tremendous 
size of this mobilization, McNutt 
said: 

“In a week’s time, we are put- 
ting into uniform seven full divi- 
sions—in a month, 28 divisions. 
This year alone, the number of 
men inducted will approach in 
size the entire American army in 
the First World War.” 

In depicting the inductions in 
terms of divisions, he referred to 
draftees for the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard as well as 
the Army. 

Hershey’s Statement. 

Hershey summed this up as 
meaning “the great majority of 
the physically fit, except the 
farmers, between 18 and 38 years 
of age, must ‘go into the armed 
forces this year. It is most im- 
portant that those who have jobs 
in our war industries be left until 
they can be replaced in order to 
maintain production .... The 
majority of men this year must 
come from those with depend- 
ents.” 

Statistically, the picture pre 
sented by these and past pro- 
nouncements was this: A total of 
about 22,154,000 men 18 to 38, with 
14,000,000 to 15,000,000 able to pass 
military physical requirements. 
About 2,500,000 deferred for vital 
farm work and other highly im- 
portant war jobs.

I am here tonight to explain to 
you, as simply and clearly as I 
can, why, in the year ahead, the 
war will come much closer to the 
lives of many millions of Ameri- 
can families. 

Gen. Hershey (Selective Service 
Director) has stated what to me 
is a very significant fact. He has 
pointed out that we are drawing 
from civilian life into the armed 
forces 12,000 men a day. In a 
week’s time, we are putting into 
uniform seven full divisions—in a 
month. 28 divisions. This year 
alone, the number of men induct- 
ed will approach in sizes the entire 
American Army in the First World 
War. 


We are building an armed force 
of record size in record time, not 
because somebody wants to, but 
because the facts indicate clearly 
that we need it to do the job. 

The size of the armed forces is 
—and must be—the starting point 
of our man power program. It is 
a fact of war, and all subsequent 
decisions are arrived at by a proc- 
ess of simple arithmetic. Men 
must be shifted into uniform at a 
rate governed by the stern law of 
miiltary necessity. 


Man-Power Figures. 


No one will argue the point that 
all other things being equal, single 
men should be the first to go. 
Last year, in most places, that was 
not difficult to do. This year it is 
a different story. To illustrate, let 
me give such figures as can safely 
be revealed. ; 


Married and single, fathers and 
childless, there were at the first 
of the year a total of 22 million 
American men between the ages 
of 18 and 38. Many of these men 
are now in the service. Others 
have been rejected for physical 
reasons, and we know the propor- 
tion we can expect to have re- 
jected in the future. Eliminating 
the million and one-half men de- 
ferred for vital farm work through 
the Tydings amendment, and the 
one million deferred for other 
highly important war jobs, we now 
find ourselves with our physically- 
fit peol shrunk to a point where ti 
is not very much greater than the 
number to be selected in 1943. 

I have given you these figures 
because I think from them you 
can see why we can no longer 
delay the drafting of heads of 
families. The choice is no long- 
er between a single man, a mar- 
ried man, and a vital worker. It 
is now largely a choice between 
married men and vital work- 
ers. Speaking nationally, we 
are scraping the bottom of the 
barrel on single men. Virtually 
the only single men out of unt- 
form are the over-age, the 
physically unsuitable, or the men 
in such vital war-connected jobs 
that to draft them would be to 
damage the war effort. 

These are the facts. They are 
arrived at by simple subtraction. 
And they give you the reasons why 
it was necessary for the War Man- 
power Commission to publish re- 
cently its list of nondeferrable ac- 
tivities and occupations. Since the 
necessities of war oblige us to be- 
gin the draft of married men, it 
is only common sense to begin 
taking those married men which a 
mation fighting for its life can 
most readily spare. 


Will Hurt the Least. 


The nondeferrable list is simply 
mn way of gaying that in a global 
war we can get along more easily 
without ornamental jewelry than 
we can without food or tanks. 
That 
glassware more readily than we 
can without power or light or ships. 
That, in other words, the taking 
of men from these industries will 
hurt the war effort the least. On 
this list of nondeferrable activi- 
ties were 36 industries or serv- 
ices, and all of the personnel en- 
gaged in these activities were de- 
clared to be nondeferrable. This 
order does not take effect until 
April 1. Even then a 30-day pe- 
riod of delay is provided for those 
who register for war jobs. Or, 
to put it in another way, everyone 
in these businesses of military age 
—whether he be the head of the 
business or the office boy—can no 
longer continue to enjoy deferment 
solely because of his dependents. 

There were also named on this 
list 29 specific occupations—jobs 
such as hairdressers, gardeners, 
greens keepers, night club em- 
ployes, etc. These jobs were also 
declared nondeferrable, wherever 
they may be found. In _ other 
words, a 30-year-old private chauf- 
feur will be nondeferrable, whether 
his employer is the head of an 
ammunition plant or the owner of 
an antique store. 

Now I would like to make this 
mext point very clear, The only

half years they have selected mil- 
lions of Americans for military 
service. They have selected other 
millions for service in industry 
and agriculture. They have built 
the greatest army in our history. 
They have protected essential in- 
dustry and agriculture. But that is 
just the beginning. 

If we are to keep faith with 
those we have selected for military 
service, and we shall, we must do 
the all-important job that lies 
ahead in such a manner that every 
fighting man, giving everything he 
has to give on the battle front, 
will know. that we at home are do- 
ing everything we can to bring him 
back to us a victorious hero just 
as soon as possible. 

Selective Service must now be- 
gin the task of supplying men 
not only for the Army but for the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard as well. Daily the demands 
of industry and agriculture place 
an ever-increasing strain upon our 
man-power resources, To meet the 
needs in the armed forces, in in- 
dustry, and agriculture, the selec- 
tion of men to do the jobs that will 
contribute most to the war effort 
is of greatest importance. As part 
of the War Manpower Commission, 
Selective Service will continue to 
perform this important function. 

The cessation of voluntary enl{st- 
ments, greater control over the 
movement and utilization of labor

The need for man power grows 
day by day. 

The supply of man power 
shrinks hour by hour. More than 
four million men must be added 
to the Army, the Navy, the Ma- 
rine Corps and the Coast Guard 
before the end of this year. 

This means that approximately 
12,000 men must join the armed 
forces every single day. It is 
more than the population of El- 
wood, Ind. It is five times the 
population of Carson City, Nev. 
This is more men than George 
Washington had at Valley Forge 
during the bitter winter of 1777-

nity must continually re-examine 


cases, whether occupational or de- 
pendency. They must continually 
comb over their list of deferred 
registrants, 18 to 38 years of age, 
and reclassify those whose induc- 
tion best serves the national in- 
terest. 

These local board members, ma- 
ture family men themselves, fre- 
quently veterans of other wars, 
must often reluctantly decide to 
send a neighbor with dependents 
but not engaged in a war job into 
the armed forces rather than dis- 
rupt war production or necessary 
activities in the community by in- 
ducting a man without dependents 
who is in a war job and cannot be 
replaced at the time. 

Congress has given the President 
the power to defer registrants be- 
cause of their occupations and be- 
cause of thejr dependents. The 
President has delegated these pow- 
ers to the chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission. 

During the past, the supply of 
registrants has been large enough 
to permit the deferment of men 
for dependency, regardless of 
whether or not their efforts were 
making a contribution to the win- 
ning of the war. 

The need for men has now 
reached a place where we must be 
sure that no registrant is deferred,

This we have done for the past 
two and a half years to build the 
greatest army and war production 
this world has ever seen.

businesses, and the only jobs, yet 
affected by this nondeferrable list 
were those definitely named by 
that list. 

For anyone not on the list to 
assume that the finger has pointed 
at him is jumping at conclusions 
—conclusions that may be entirely 
wrong. 

There is surely*no reason for 
key workers in power plants, or 
food processing companies, or oil 
companies to decide in their own 
minds that they should be making 
munitions or turning out tanks. 
All these things’ are essential to the 
war effort. 

There is no reason in shifting 
jobs just for the sake of shifting, 
or because someone has passed on 
a rumor that your particular job 
is nondeferrable. Such rumors 
merely aid the enemy. Unless your 
job was definitely named on the 
published list—which you can see 
at any United States Employment 
Service office or at any draft 
board—then this order has not 
changed your draft status, 


Definition of War Job. 


If your business, or your job, 
was on the list... and if you are 
of military age and have depend- 
ents, you still have a chance to 
retain your present deferment 
status. The first step in doing 
this is to indicate your willing- 
ness to switch to a war job. 

Just what is a war job? Is it 
simply a job making planes, or 
ships, or ammunition, or bomb 
sights? Of course not. It is any 
job which is useful to the war, 

No Nation at war, particularly 
a democracy, can suspend every- 
thing on the home front while it 
front. We 

must grow food. We must pro- 
cess that food, put it into con- 
tainers, transport it to the point 
of consumption. We must keep 
communications going, supply 
light, heat, water and power, and 
do the thousand and one things 
needed to keep our home econ- 
omy functioning. We could not 
possibly do away with all civil- 
ian activity, even if anyone were 
foolish enough to wish to. 

That is why a war job can be 
many things. It can mean run- 
ning a locomotive as well as 
running a jeep. It can mean 
turning out coal as well as turn- 
ing out shells, An oil well driller 
has a war job, and so has a 
lumberjack or a copper worker 
or a sawmill operator. 

If you have a necessary job, the 
greatest favor you could do Adolf 
Hitler would be to leave it and 
rush off in search of something 
else. 

The whole objective of the man 
power program is to have the 
right workers in the right war 
jobs at the right time. It is not 
helping your Government reach 
that objective if you leave a.job 
which is useful to the war to find 
a place doing something for which 
you have no skill. 

The nondeferrable list simply de- 
fined the jobs and activities least 
directly necessary to our war ef- 
fort. Obviously, every man at 
work makes some sort of a con- 
tribution. This list simply de- 
tailed those we could best do with- 
out in an all-out war. 

We have, as many of you know, 
previously defined the jobs and ac- 
tivities making the most direct 
contribution. Already published, 
and available at any Employment 
Service office, this list is in effect 
the opposite of the nondeferrable 
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list. It defines the jobs in civilian 
life which the nation can least 
readily spare. 

Thus, we have a group of jobs 
which make a direct contribution 
to the war effort. We have an- 
other group which are not at all 
related to the war effort. 


In between these two are mil- 
lions and millions of useful civil- 
ian jobs which do not merit occu- 
pational deferment, but are hardly 
likely ever to find their place on 
a nondeferrable list. 


I must tell you frankly that, as 
the war goes on, we will have to 
go without more and more things 
we would like to have. As the 
situation demands it, we will be 
forced to name still others both 
on the essential list, on the one 
hand, and on the nondeferrable 
list on the other. 


But let me warn you of this. 
Guessing as to when these lists will 
appear, and what activities and 
jobs they will include, is not a 
useful parlor game. If anyone 
tells you he has the “inside dope,” 
he knows more about it than I do. 
Until a list has actually been pub- 
lished, do not believe what you 
hear from the man who is “just 
back from Washington,” or who 
has a friend in the Government, 
or makes some other claim to 
prophecy. In this matter, no one 
is the seventh son of a seventh 
son. 


How Lists Are Chosen. 


These lists are not the result of 
somebody’s whim. They are based 
on careful study, and I would like 
to tell you something of the way 
they are arrived at, 

In the War Manpower Commis- 
sion we get detailed reports from 
many agencies—the Army, the 
Navy, the War Production Board, 
the Maritime Commission, , the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
the Department of Agriculture 
and many others. These agencies 
have representatives on a joint 
committee which reviews all the 
facts and findings as they are re- 
ported to us by management, labor 
and governmental units all over 
the nation. 

Theirs is the task of studying 
job needs. “What is most urgent?” 
“What can best be spared?” Those 
are the questions they ask. And 
through the co-operating agencies 
the extensive resources of Gov- 
ernment are mobilized to find the 
right answers. 

You may count on it: No 
activity or occupation will ever go 
on the “essential list” unless it is 
of great urgency to the war ef- 
fort. 
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activity or occupation will be 
added to the non-deferrable list 
unless the hard arithmetic of war 
indicates that we must have its 
able-bodied man power for other 
needs, 


There is another question often 
raised which deserves a fair and 
honest answer. Many men af- 
fected by the non-deferrable list 
have asked: “Is it your intention 
to put us out of business?” 

The answer is, or should be, 
reasonably obvious, Of course not! 
No one is trying to put anyone 
out of business. What we are 
doing is trying to raise an. army 
and navy and to supply the most 
essential activities with the man 
power they simply must have. 


If the businesses affected can 
manage to get materials, they 
can carry on. They can utilize 
men over 38. They can replace. 
men with women. 

They can utilize the handi- 
capped, or those who have been 
rejected for military service. 

All this means readjustment. 
All this means inconvenience. 
But in making the omelet of vic- 
tory, we must expect to break a 
few eggs. 


How to Shift Jobs. 


Let us suppose now that you 
are one of those affected by the 
recent nondeferrable list. Let us 
see exactly what you should do, 
how you should proceed, and 
what may happen to you. 

Let us say for illustration, that 
you are married and have chil- 
dren. That you are new between 
the ages of 18 and 88 And that 
your draft status is now 3-A., 

You now know that, unless you 
have made'a move to get into 
work more useful to the war by 
April 1, you are liable to reclas- 
sification—to be declared 1-A in 
the draft, regardless of your de- 
pendency claims. 

Is this any reason to get pan- 
icky? To leave your job? To 
rush off somewhere else looking 
for some other kind of work? I 
certainly do not think so. 

The first move you should 
make is to go to your United 
States Employment Service of- 
fice. This office is probably 
listed in your local telephone di- 
rectory, and if there is not one 
in your town, there is one not 
far away. 

At the Employment Service 
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honest effort to get into more 
urgent work either In civilian or 
war activities, you have no reason 


office you simply register your 
name and address, and talk over 
the kinds of jobs that are avail- 
able locally and the sort of work 
you would most like to do. You 
can start training for any one of 
a variety of jobs, if training is 
needed—and this training is pro- 
vided by your Government at no 
cost to you. In many cases, 
training is given at night, so that 
you can carry on with your pres- 
ent work until you are ready to 
step into your new job. 

If you do this, if you make an 


have good reason for believing 
your draft board has made a mis- 
take, You can appeal your case, 
through the regular and smoothly- 
working machinery of Selective 
Service. 


Only if a full examination of the 
facts by many fair-minded men 
shows that your draft status should 
be changed, will you be transferred 
from class 3-A to 1-A., 


This is why I do not believe that 
there is excuse for alarm or hasty 
and ill-advised action. If this 
means a job change, you have 
probably been through it before. 
And it is my belief that in your 
new occupation, you will sleep bet- 
ter at night for feeling that you 
are a war worker. That you are 
in this struggle instead of sitting 
on the sidelines. That you are on 
the team instead of in the stands. 


People Can Take It. 


It is my purpose tonight to pre- 
sent the facts as clearly and as 
frankly as I know how. I believe 
the American people want the 
truth. They have shown that they 
can take it. They know that we 
are in a conflict that makes all 
previous wars pale into insignifi- 
cance, 
facing a combination of enemies 
who, between their own popula- 
tions and those they have con- 
quered, have a tremendous pool of 
man power available. 


So I believe that every thinking 
American must realize that our 
belt-tightening process has just be- 
gun.

When he came to the question 
of shifting jobs, McNutt said 
nothing of direct Government con- 
trol. Another high official, who 
could not be quoted by name, said, 
however, that the Administration 
had decided to oppose enactment 
of compulsory legislation such as 
is now pending in Congress. This 
measure, introdubed by Senator 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, and Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth (Rep), New 
York, would make both men and 
women, excepting mothers, sub- 
ject to draft for war factories and 
farms where necessary. The 
Senate Military Committee is still 
awaiting reports from Government 
departments on the measure but 
the official said the Administration 
preferred to continue on a volun- 
tary basis. 

McNutt asked that there be no 
“shifting jobs just for the sake of 
shifting” and that no one become 
panicky. 

Persons engaged in one of the 36 
activities recently listed by the 
Manpower Commission as “non- 
deferrable” should simply register 
with the U. S. Employment Service 
for other work, he said.

If 
you are a woman or a man over 38, 


you are of course not affected by 
the nondeferrable list. It is up te 
you to decide, with full considera- 
tion of all the facts, whether the 
country will be best served by your 
changing to another job. That, 
you, and you alone, must decide. 

We did not start this war. Our 
talents and our energies have gone 
into the ways of peace. But once 
this conflict was thrust upon us, 
we have shown the world that we 
shall not turn back. We shall not 
falter in our duty. 


We shall not count the cost. We 
shall not complain. We shall se 
conduct ourselves that, when the 
history of 1943 is written, we shall 
be assured an honored place.

Congressman Assails 


Lend-Lease, Says Cas-/™ 


ualties Are Higher 
Than Reported. 


Gov. Forrest C. Donnell and 
Congressman Dewey Short of 
Galena shared speaking honors 
last night at the annua] Lincoln 
Day banquet of Missouri Republi- 
cans at Hotel Jefferson, although 
Short’s fiery talk owas. not 
scheduled. 

The Governor, steering clear of 
controversial issues in sharp con- 


trast to Short’s impromptu speech, 
said that if Abraham Lincoln 
could observe recent political in- 
dications of the growing trend 
toward Republicanism in Mis- 
souri, he would conclude that the 
party would sweep the State in 
1944. 


In this connection Donnell cited 
the election last November of Roy 
Scantlin as State Superintendent 
of Schools, of eight Republicans to 
seats in Congress, the election in 
January of Republican Roy Miller 
of Columbia to the State Senate 
from the Tenth District, tradition- 
ally Democratic, and the election, 
also in January, of Marion Bennett 
to Congress from the Sixth Mis- 
souri District by a much larger 
majority than his late father had 
carried the district 10 weeks 
earlier. 

Now, although the Republican 
party is in the minority nationally, 
it still has the grave responsibility 
of acting as a check on the Demo- 
cratic party, Donnell went on, add- 
ing that “wastefulness frequently 
finds its strongest check in the 
watchfulness of a minority party.” 

Before Donnell spoke, guests at 
the head table were introduced to 
the 1000 party members at the 
banquet. When Short’s name was 
called, there were shouts of “We 
want Dewey!” and “Speech—take 
off your shirt and talk!” 

Short Ridicules Ration Program. 

Short ridiculed the rationing pro- 
gram. With plenty of gasoline in 
the Mid-west, he said, the reason 
for rationing of that commodity 
Was a puzzle. “And I suppose,” 
he shouted, “it’s because they want 
the whole country to be treated 
the same.” 

He referred to Harry Hopkins as 
“Harrp the Hop,” and said War 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt’s name would be more 
accurate without the “Mc.” Scath- 
ingly he attacked the lend-lease 
program, saying, that ships to 
South America, laden with goods, 
came back empty instead of bring- 
ing back coffee and hides. “Why, 
everything’s going out and noth- 
ing’s coming in, and that makes 
Uncle Sam look like the biggest 
sucker on earth,” he said. 

“Yes, we're fighting a _ great 
war,” he went on. “But I want to 
tell you it isn’t patriotic even in 
these times to accept everything 
that the bureaucrats tell us—it’s 
idiotic.” 

Assailing government spending, 
he asserted that the payroll of 
civilian employes of the War De- 
portment alone exceeds the pay- 
rol lof the entire United States 
Army. He also said that more of 
the nation’s men “are dying in 
this war” than the public has 
been told by the administration. 
He did not cite figures as to the 
payrolls or give the bisis for his 
statement about casualties. 

The banquet, given by the Mis- 
souri Association of Republicans, 
was the highlight of the two-day 
rally of Missouri Republicans, held 
in conjunction with the yearly 
meeting of the Republican Edi- 
toria] Association of Missouri.

Rationing Is Expected to Kill Sale 
Of Millions of Pairs of White Shoes 


Manufacturers Receiving Cancellations in 
Every Mail—Appeal to OPA for 
Exemption Likely. 


One of the incidental headaches 
produced by shoe rationing is what 
the trade is to do with the millions 
of pairs of white summer shoes or- 
dered by merchants last autumn, 
produced in the factories this win- 
ter and held for sale in the spring 
and early summer. 

One of the large St. Louis deal- 
ers, who asked that his name be 
withheld, put the problem this 
way: 

“Everybody has been buying 
shoes since rationing started, 
whether they need them or not. 
They’re not going to be able to buy 
another pair until June 16. 

“Our white shoe season starts at 
Easter, April 25 this year, and ends 
the Fourth of July. You might say 
that May and June is our season. 
Well, the season’s going to be al- 
most over before the people who 
are buying shoes now can buy a 
pair of white ones. 


“After the Fourth of July we cut 
the price—you can buy them for a 
song then, because the stores are 
trying to get rid of them. Who’s 
going to buy white shoes June 17 
when he knows that if he waits a 
couple of weeks he can buy them 
for a song?” 

The shoe retailers don't know 
the answer, and neither do the 
manufacturers, who have been re- 


ceiving cancellations of white shoe 
orders in every mail. Their na- 
tional trade organizations are ex- 
pected to take the matter up with 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, seeking, for at least the 
forthcoming season, an exemption 
of white-shoes from rationirig. 

Another group that has a shoe 
rationing worry is the St. Louis 
Safety Council which fears that 
rationing will curtail the sale of 
safety shoes—reinforced footwear 
designed to protect the feet of 
industrial workers from occupa- 
tional injuries. 

Ray M. Seeker, chairman of the 
council’s engineering division has 
already written to the OPA ask- 
ing exemption from rationing for 
these shoes. 

“Our group, composed of safety 
directors from most of this area’s 
war plants, believes many work- 
ers will cease purchasing safety 
shoes if they must choose between 
protecting their own feet and pro- 
viding shoes to members of their 
families,” Seeker wrote. 


About the only ones not con- 
cerned with shoe rationing are the 
men and women who like to plant 
their feet on an ottoman or a 
table and wriggle their toes in the 
comfort of house slippers. They’re 
not rationed,

FIRST OIL PUMPED THROUGH 
TEXAS-TO-ILLINOIS PIPELINE 


NORRIS CITY, Il, Feb. 13 
(AP).—“Big Inch,” world’s largest 
oil pipeline, delivered its first 
flow of Texas oil into Norris 
City today but officials of War 
Emergency Pipelines,, Inc. said 
tank cars probably would not be- 
gin carrying it to the fuel-starved 
East Coast until next Thursday 
or Friday. 

B. E, Hull, director of the pipe- 
lines agency, said the first flow 
through the 24-inch line, running 
from Longview, Tex., to Norris 
City, began at 2:10 p. m. at a 
rate of 60,000 barrels daily, some 
six months after workmen started 
its construction, 

Maximum flow of 300,000 barrels 
daily will be attained by April, 
or as soon as sufficient tanks are 
available, Hull estimated. Part of 
the flow then will be turned into 
an Ohio Oil Co. pipeline to Penn- 
sylvania, A 14-inch line from Nor- 
ris City joins the Ohio system at 
Enfield, Ill. 


PUBLIC IS URGING 
PAY-AS-YOU-GO TAX 
PLAN ON CONGRESS 


Constituents’ Letters Said 
to Be Heavily in Favor 
of Proposal, Vague on 
Details. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
Congressmen reported today that 
mail from their constituents is 
overwhelmingly in favor of a pay- 
as-you-go income tax plan with 
opinion widely divided as to the 
details. 

The Rum! plan appeared to be 
the most often mentioned, but 
Congressmen reported many popu- 
lar misconceptions of the effect of 


its proposal to cancel 1942 taxes. 
Some writers, while advocating 
abatement of individual income 
taxes, expressed concern lest high 
war profits escape taxation at the 
same time. 


Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, expressed the opinion 
that a campaign for pay-as-you-go 
was under way in Massachusetts 
in view of the fact that he and 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, both members of the 
Finance Committee, have been 
getting 200 or more letters daily. 
The volume compelled Walsh to 
resort to a mimeographed reply 
saying that he is “generally in ac- 
cord.” 

Lodge's staff estimated that 60 
per cent of his correspondents fa- 
vored the Rum! plan, while five to 
eight per cent proposed plans of 
their own. 

Rep. Treadway (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Ways and Means 
Committee likewise reported a 
heavy mail, but saw no evidence 
of organized propaganda. 

Senator Gerry (Dem.), Rhode 
Islarn2, of the Finance Committee 
has been getting about 15 letters 
a day from his small State for the 
last two weeks, most of them for 
the Ruml plan. Senator Danaher 
(Rep.), Connecticut, another fi- 
nance committeeman, reported his 
mail uniformly favored the Ruml 
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the present system to carry out 
any efficient administration of the 
system. 

The original report of the city 
survey, in speaking of the present 
classification plan, said: “On the 
whole, it appears that the existing 
classification plan is so inaccurate 
as to its representation of the real 
differences in kinds of positions 
that exist, that it could not be 
made to serve, even with the best 
administration conceivable. 

“It is faulty in conception and in 
construction. The individual titles 
in the ordinance are not defined; 
no details are presented to indi- 
cate the scope ofthe kind of posi- 
tions intended to be designated by 
the several titles. The definitions 
in the printed classifications, com- 
piled in 1924, are literary descrip- 
tions of positions, rather than defi- 
nitions framed to draw significant 
distinctions.”

advocated for years, is proposed in| tp, 
a bill introduced in the Senate this 
week which embodies civil code re- 


form recommendations of the Mis- 
sour! Supreme Court, a research 
committee it appointed, and mem- 
bers of the bench and bar. 

Introduction of the bill, drafted 
by Judges of the Supreme Court 
from suggestions from many 
sources, follows more than three 
years of research into proposed 
methods of simplifying procedure, 
eliminating unnecessary delays and 
techricalities, and reduction of 
costs to litigants. 

The bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Francis A. Smith 
of St. Joseph, a member of the Su- 
preme Court’s Special Committee 
on Civil Procedure, and Senators 
Frank M. Frisby of Bethany, Der- 
wood E. Williams of Troy and M. 
C. Matthes of Hilleboro. 

Objectives of Bill.

The court made a partial report 
to the 1941 Legislature, as pro- 
vided in the 1939 resolution, but 
was granted a two-year extension 
to make a full report to the 1943 
Legislature, The court appointed 
a Committee on Civil Procedure, 
with Kenneth Teasdale of St. Louis 
as chairman, to propose desirable 
changes im the code. 


This committee conducted ex- 


WE |tensive research, filed a prelimi- 


nary report, supplied copies to all 
members of the bench and bar, and 
invited suggestions. More than 5v 
hearings were held throughout the 
state on the various proposals. 
From the suggestions from these 
various sources the pending bill 
was prepared, 

The bill would revise 11 of the 

20 articles of the present civil 
code. The revision would replace 
285 sections of the present law 
with 145 new sections. 
With some modifications, it sub- 
sttantially would harmonize the 
state civil code of procedure with 
the Federal Court rules of civil 
procedure, This would enable Mis- 
souri lawyers to handle cases in 
both the State and Federal courts 
under essentially the same pro- 
cedura] laws and rules. 


Proposed Reforms, 


Among the major reforms pro 
posed are the following: 

Circuit Court terms no longer 
would control the time within 
which procedural steps must be 
completed, thereby’ eliminating 
many inequities. This would apply 
to filing of answers, motions for 
new trials and appeals, now lim- 
ited by the beginning or expira- 
tion of a term. 

Copies of a petition. must be 
served on all defendants, instead 
of only on the first defendant 
served, as under the present law. 

Pre-trial conferences may be 
held, at the option of the trial 
judge, to simplify the issues and 
agree on admission of facts and 
to consider amendment of plead- 
ings. 

Demurrers would be abolished 
and all objectiong would be made 
by motion. 

Cases would not be triable at 
a particular term, but would be 


———— | placed.on the trial docket as soon 
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ee 


as the issues were joined, 

No litigant could complain con- 
cerning a jury instruction on ap- 
peal unless he had presented his 
objection before the jury retired 
to reach its verdict, stating his 
specific grounds of objections. 
The bill of exceptions and writs 
of error would be abolished. Ap- 
peals from a lower court: judg- 
ment would be taken by filing 
notice within 10 days after final 
judgment. This would be the only 
jurisdictional step involved in an 
appeal. 


Litigants would be enabled to 


obtain a hearing of their suits, 


on the merits, without being 
blocked by failure to meet some 
technical procedural requirement. 

Pleadings would be simplified 
and would be required to be spe- 
cific as to what was claimed or 
denied, instead of dealing in legal 
generalities, 

The Supreme Court would be au- 
thorized to promulgate rules which 
would harmonize the proposed new 
civil code with other sections of 
the statutes. 

The Supreme Court also would 
be authorized to suggest standard 
forms for pleadings, jury instruc- 
tions and other proceedings, and 
make sub-statutory rules for all 
courts. This would enable the 
court to indicate in advance the 
preferable forms, instead of mere- 
ly passing on their validity on 
appeal after trial. The courts 
would be authorized to frame rules 
for determination of motions on 
briefs without oral argument, and 
for the establishment of a pre 
trial calendar and for the setting 
of cases for trial. 

The Supreme Court’s Committee 
on Civil Procedure, in its report 
to the court, said: “People who 
object to change at any time often 
contend that in time ef war there 
should be no alteration in the law 
relating to purely civil affairs. 

“This contention might have 
some validity with reference to 
procedural change in Missouri, if 
the bulk of the work had not been 
done before the declaration of war. 
A slackening of effort along this 
line would be an abandonment of 
our part of the fight for our legal 
institutions and the liberties which 
they secure.”

The dog, wearing a. blanket 
marked with the insignia of his 
outfit, weighs 52 pounds and is 
brown with white markings on 
nose and chest. If the Army does 
not reveal the whereabouts of the 
dog’s outfit, the Humane Society 
will seek to place him with another 
Army unit or in a private home.

ADMIT LOSING 23 


Cargo and War Vessels 
Included in Unsubstan- 
tiated Claims Covering 


Past Six Months. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13 (AP).—The 
Japanese announced today that 
they had lost 19 warships and 10 
merchantmen in a half year of 
campaigning in waters off New 
Guinea and the Solomons and made 
the wholly unconfirmed claim that 
98 Allied warships and 33 cargo 
carriers had been destroyed in 
those seas from Aug. 7, 1942, to 
Feb. 7,.1943. 


It was on the latter date that 
the beaten enemy evacuated Guad- 
alcanal, in the Southern Solomons, 
after losing perhaps 50,000 men on 
land and in the sea, and also de- 
clared that Buna on the Papuan 
Peninsula of New Guinea, where 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s forces 
had annihilated a pocket army of 
15,000, had been evacuated. 

The summation of the naval op- 
erations was complied by the news 
agency Domei, following a new 
communique from Imperial head- 
quarters which listed these fig- 
ures which the Japanese said “have 
not yet previously been  an- 
nounced”: 

Allied losses: Sunk four de- 
stroyers, three torpedo-boats, one 
patrol ship, eight merchantmen. 
Heavily damaged three destroyers, 
“four submarines, one patrol ship, 
two merchantmen. Ajircraft de- 
stroyed 237. 

Japanese losses: Sunk three de- 
sitroyers, three submarines, one 
patrol ship, five merchantmen. 
Damaged one cruiser, four sub- 
marines, one patrol ship, five mer- 
chantmen. Aircraft lost or dam- 
aged 329.

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RAF. RAIDS DOGKS 
AND FACTORIES IN 
FRANCE, HOLLAND 


Six Fighters Lost in Day- 
light Attacks Following 
Sweeps Over Western 
Germany. 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP).—British 
bombers hit docks and factories 
on the coast of France and Hol- 


land in daylight today following 
the second successive night attack 
on industrial targets in Western 
Germany. 

An Air Ministry communique 
said Bostons and Venturas of the 
bomber command attacked docks 
and shipping at Boulogne and St. 
Malo, widely separated points on 
the Channel coast of France, and 
iron and steel works at Ijmuiden, 
Holland. 

None of the bombers was lost, 
the communique said, but six 
fighter planes accompanying the 
formations were missing. 

“Many squadrons of fighters es- 
corted the bombers in these at- 
tacks and made supporting and 
diversionary sweeps,” the com- 
munique added. 

It said the escorting squadrons 
destroyed three enemy fighters 
while one of the Venturas account- 
ed for a fourth. 

Observers along the English 
coast reported Allied § aircraft 
moving in both directions over the 
Channel almost continually 
throughout the forenoon. 

Fighters were seen returning 
from the direction of Northern 
France while other formations, 
flying higher, were heading toward 
the Continent. 

Shortly before midday, German 


Planes bombed and machine- 


gunned a town on the southwest 
coast of England. The explosives 
caused considerable damage to 
shops and residential property and 
it was feared that many casual- 
ties resulted, including a number 
killed. 


WAR JOB ABSENCE RATE 
DOUBLED; REDUCTION URGED 


CIO Leader Murray and U. S. Agencies Cite 
Figures Since Start of War in 
Appeals to Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
The CIO and the Government ap- 
pealed to war workers today to 
stop absenteeism, saying the “T'll- 
take-a-day-off” practice had 
doubled since the start of the war. 

Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO, wrote to all affiliates re- 
questing that “means be worked 
out for cutting preventable ab- 
senteeism to a minimum.” 

“The nation,” he said, “cannot 
afford the loss of man hours re- 
sulting from workers absenting 
themselves needlessly or for trivial 
reasons from their jobs. Hours 


lost cannot be regained and hours 
lost mean production lost.” 


Murray noted that “absenteeism 


is also contagious,” that “when 
one man takes a day off irrespon- 
sibly, others are likely to follow 
and the effect on those who do 
remain at their post is sometimes 
demoralizing.” 


Normal absenteeism in industry, 
Murray said, is 2.2 per cent; since 
the beginning of the war ab- 
senteeism of men has increased to 
4.5; among women the percentage 
is 6.5. 


Many Factors, Says OWI. 


The Office of War Information 
issued a report on studies by the 
War Manpower Commission, War 
and Navy Departments, Maritime 
Commission, War Production 
Board and Labor Department. 
From these studies the OWI con- 
cluded: 

“There are no statistics which 
give an adequate picture of the 
problem because of the many fac- 
tors involved in job absences. Be- 
fore the war industries got under 
way, a job absence rate of about 
3 per cent was common in in- 
dustry. Now job absence, on a 
monthly basis, may be twice this 
figure, and in some plants under 


difficult working and transporta- 


tion problems, the rate may be 
even higher.” _ 

The OWI statement contained 
an appeal by the Manpower Com- 
mission for close co-operation 
among Government, management 
and labor to “do their utmost to 
prevent” absenteeism. 

“The involuntary and preventa- 
ble work absences must be at- 
tacked on a wider front, with unit- 
ed efforts of all concerned to ad- 
just the difficulties of war living 
to the necessities of full-time pro- 
duction,” the commission said, 

OWI commented that “labor or- 
ganizations and managements have 
been doing much to deal with the 
causes of job absences, but it is 
obvious that more will have to be 
done as war labor becomes more 
precious and more important as a 
factor in supplying the fighting 
forces.” 

Major Causes Listed. 

The report listed major causes 
of “unavoidable” absences ag _ ill- 
ness of the worker, illness in his 
family, death in the family, bliz- 
zards, floods and _ transportation 
breakdowns, draft-board examina- 
tions, appearances in court and 
serious accidents. 

“Hangovers” and “war prosper- 
ity” were among the “inexcusable” 
reasons for absences, Others in- 
cluded failure of managements to 
impress workers with sense of in- 
dividual responsibility in war, in- 
adequate supervision, bad sched- 
uling of work, and time off to 
keep social engagements.

MUST GO 10 WORK 
OR WLB WONT Abt 


Notice .Sent to Head of

at Two Plants. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board called on 
striking war workers at two De- 
troit factories today to go back to 
asserting that until 
they resumed work the WLB would 
not consider issues involved. 

The board’s notice was directed 
to workers at Parker-Wolverine 
Co. and Eclipse Counterbore Co. 
About 475 men are involved at the 
Parker-Wolverine plant and 185 at 
the other company. 

The cases were certified to ihe 
board by the Department of Labor 
after conciliators were unable to 
effect a settlement involving the 
Mechanics Education Society of 
America, to which the striking 
members belong. 

“This strike has been called and 
is continuing in violation of the 
national policy,” the Labor Board 
said in a notice to Matthew Smith, 
secretary of the Union. 

“The WLB is prepared 


in ac- 


cordance with its authority and 
established orderly procedures to 
determine the merits of the dis- 
pute. However, it will not and 
cannot consider the issues as long 
as the strike continues. 

“We call upon you as a leader 
of your Union to urge the workers 
to return to their jobs so that full 
production may be resumed im- 
mediately.” 

The strike at Parker-Wolverine 
Co. which makes guns, began 
Feb. 11. The strike at the other 
plant, which manufactures shells, 
began a day earlier. 


SEARCHERS UNABLE TO FIND 
TRACE OF TWO LOST PLANES 


EDMINTON, Feb. 13 (Canadian 
Press).—Officials searching for two 
United States transport planes, 
missing in the North Country five 
days with a total of 13 persons, 
said today no trace of either ship 
had been found. They denied Ed- 
monton reports that one had been 
located.

CITY HEATH OFFICER WARNS 
MIGRANTS AGAINST DISEASE 


Migration of workers from rural 
areas into St. Louis carries a con- 
stant threat of epidemic outbreaks 
because these persons are more 
susceptible to common communic- 
able diseases than adults who 
have spent their lives in urban 
centers, Dr. J. Earl Smith, city 
Health Division epidemiologist, 
said yesterday in a radio talk. 

“In large cities,” he asserted, “it 
is rather common for most of the 
adult population to be immune to 
such diseases as measles, diph- 
theria, whooping cough, chicken 
pox, mumps and scarlet fever. 
These persons have acquired a 
high degree of resistance to these 
disease germs to which they have

newcomers, especially those from 
rural districts, do not enjoy the 
same degree of resistance.” 

Dr. Smith advocated immuniza- 
tion of al] children more than nine 
months old against smallpox, 
diphtheria and whooping cough.

The Russians also announced 
the capture of a string of towns 
farther north on the Rostov- 
Voronezh railway, including Lik- 
haya, a rail junction 75 miles 
north of Rostov, Zverevo, 10 miles 
to the south of Likhaya, and Novo- 
shakhty, 15 miles northwest of 
Shakhty. 

Shakhty, 45 miles north of Ros- 
tov, was reported captured yes- 
terday, and the towns occupied by 
the Russians today were more or 
less behind the Russian lines. 
The Russians, with today’s cap- 
tures, were in control of all the 
Rostov-Voronezh railways except a 
few miles in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Rostov. 

Lending credence to reports that 
the Germans were getting ready to 
quit Rostov was the fact that 
when the Germans gave up Shakh- 
ty they withdrew to the west in- 
stead of toward Rostov. 

Heavy Fighting. 

The regular midnight communi- 
que said the Red Army made fur- 
ther progress in its effort to en- 
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close Vorshilovgrad in the Donets 
basin. From Voroshilovsk, 25 
miles northeast of Voroshilovgrad, 
the communique said, Red Army 
troops advanced and killed 1200 
enemy officers and men and cap- 
tured much assorted equipment. 


Fifteen German tanks were de- 
stroyed and 300 of the enemy killed 
in repulsing strong German coun- 
terattacks in the Krasnoarmeisk 
area, 25 miles north of Stalino and 
70 miles above the Sea of Azov.

Decisive Battle To Be Fought In

LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP).—The 


German military commentator, 
Capt, Ludwig Sertorius, speaking 
on the Berlin radio tonight, sug- 
gested that the Germans would 
not put up a last-ditch fight for 
Rostov, whose fate “will not be 
decided at the lower Don, but in 
the area southwest of the Donets 
Basin.” 

Declaring that “there are no 
doubts left that the Russians are

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TRUCKLOAD LIMIT 
LAW IN STATE 100 
STRICT, ODT SAYS 


Revising Regulation 
Would Save Thousands 
of Truck-Miles, Official 
Asserts After Survey. 


Missouri truckload weight limita- 
tion laws are resulting in the wast- 
ing of thousands of truck miles 
each day, it was shown in a road 
survey just completed by the St. 
Louis Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, A. D. Mason, director of 


the division of motor transport, 
announced yesterday. 

He estimated that 25,000 miles 
per day are wasted by every group 
of 500 trucks which passed the 
point where the survey was made, 
the junction of Highways 65 and 
50 near Gray Summit, Franklin 
County. 

The survey, which was conducted 
by two examiners from ODT, as- 
sisted by two State Highway Pa- 
trol troopers, also proved that 
about 50 per cent of the trucks 
entering St. Louis from the west 
were only partially loaded and 
could not show evidence that they 
attempted to get more freight from 
other carriers, or from the joint 
information offices organized to 
issue clearance if no freight is 
available to the carrier’s destina- 
tion, Mason said. 


Only a small percentage of the 
trucks leaving St. Louis were 
found to be lightly loaded, Mason 
said, and no trucks examined in 
the survey were overloaded. Many 
trucks examined were operating 
without the certificate of war ne- 
cessity required by ODT regula- 
tions. Names of carriers whose 
trucks were not complying with 
regulations have been referred to 
the ODT office here for further 
investigation. 

“Our survey showed,” Mason 
added, “that one of every six truck 
trips in Missouri could be elimi- 
nated, if the State laws recognized 
a higher axle weight limitation 
equivalent to that allowable by 
ODT, which is in accordance with 
tire-carrying ability. Since truck 
equipment is becoming scarcer all 
the time, the only way to conserve 
it and eliminate wasted mileage is 
to get maximum usage of all avail- 
able equipment.” 


Bill to Extend Truck License Fees 
in Missouri Eeeeeeem 

Special to the Post-Dispa 

JEFFERSON CITY. Feb. 13.— 
Proposed legislation affecting oper- 
ation of trucks on Missouri high- 
ways, which at the beginning of 
the session of the Legislature was 
Mmited to reciprocity and to bills 
proposed by the truck interests to 
increase size and load limits, will 
be expanded in an attempt to im- 
pose truck license fees on contract 
haulers and privately-owned trucks. 

Senator Phil. M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon said today he had pre- 
pared a bill to bring the two truck 
classifications under the licensing 
provisions now covering common 
carrier trucks, although the license 
fees proposed will be only half 
those charged common carriers. 

Because of a restrictive provision 
in the Constitution, the Legislature 
was prohibited from fixing license 
fees except the regular fees for 
license plates on any trucks except 
common carriers until 1939. Since 
that time there have been repeated 
efforts to pass a special fee statute, 
resulting in bitter three-cornered 
fights between the railroads, the 
common carrier truck lines and 
the contract haulers, The Legis 
lature has adjourned each time 
without agreeing on a bill.

Baruch reported this 
conversation to the Army, which 
found another factory equally 
capable of making the artillery. 
The gadget factory was enabled to 
devote full time to the vitally-need- 
ed gadgets. A serious bottleneck 
was broken.

SAN JUAN, "Puerto Rico, Feb. 13 
(AP).—Danger that “a vast num- 
ber of people will quickly and 
assuredly starve to death” on this 
island was seen today by Senator 
Bone (Dem.), Washington, mem- 
ber of a Senatorial committee in- 
vestigating food and material 
shortages in Puerto Rico. 

Bone’s declaration came at the 
end of the first morning’s session 


of the committee, after Jesus Beni- 
tez, a representative of Puerto 
Rican wholesale and retail mer- 
chants, testified that the average 
citizen of the island is getting 
only 30 per cent of a normal diet. 

(Puerto Rico’s shortages of food 
and other materials have resulted 
largely from a wartime lack of 
shipping to take out the main cash 
crop, sugar, and bring in dried 
fish, beans, rice and other staples.) 

“Puerto Rico will be like an in- 
ternment camp where the plague 
will carry off the population,” 
Bone said after Benitez asserted 
that Puerto Ricans were getting 
only 25 per cent enough rice, 15 
per cent enough beans, 20 to 30 
per cent enough lard and 10 per 
cent of the requisite codfish—as 
based on previous normal con- 
sumption. 

Gov. Rexford Guy Tugwell tes- 
tified the island’s food situation 
had improved since last fall, but 
admitted that distribution still was 
unequal. He was questioned for 
25 minutes and promised a fuller 
statement later. 

Filipo Dehostos, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, blamed the 
Government for replacing normal 
import and distribution channels 
and for clogging warehouses and 
hampering retailers in their nor- 
mal procurement methods. 

Tugwell said the island had 
passed the worst period of food 
shortage, which was reached last 
September when ship arrivals were 
at their lowest point. 

“Since then,” Tugwell — said, 
“stocks have been built up. We 
are not in a crisis period as we

are sufficient for 30 days.”

Gun Post Smashed, Fires Started 


in raids on Munda Air Base. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 


American bombers smashed a Jap- 
anese gun position and

fires in a series of raids on the air 
base area at Munda in the central 
Solomon Islands Friday, the Navy 
announced today, continuing fhe 
intensive campaign to render that 
field useless to the enemy.

As Dixon pulled ahead of Dodds, 
Mitchell, running about 15 yards 
back in third place, behind Dart- 
mouth’s Don Burnham, cut loose 
with his mighty spurt but Dixon 
also had plenty of power left, 
enough to overcome the Indiana 
etar’s terrific effort. 

B Finishes Strong. 

As Dodds gradually faded, Burn- 
ham put on a strong finish to re- 
tain his third position about 12 
yards behind Dixon and a yard in 
front of the Bostonian, who was 
nipped by Mitchell’s 4:08.6 effort 
in last week’s Wanamaker mile. 
Dixon could only finish third in 
that race while being clocked in 
4:106. The other Hunter starter 
was Yale's Leroy Schwarzkopf, 
who trailed all the way. 

Unlike last week, Dodds, after 
the field got straightened out, per- 
mitted Mitchell to lead until he 
reached the half mile stage in 
2:08.6. Dodds then took over and 
was caught in 3:11.1 at the three- 
quarter point. 

Hugh Short, Georgetown’s flying 
junior middle-distance star, led all 
the way from gun to tape while 
defeating Seaman Charlie Beetham 
of the Iowa Naval Pre-Flight 
school by seven yards in the Hollis 
“600.” 

Short, who equalled the late 
John Borican’s indoor record of 
1:10.2 in last week’s Millrose meet, 
was clocked in 1:11.8, which 
matched the performance Bee- 
tham gave here last year when he 
gained his third Hollis triumph. 

Beetham, who pulled into sec- 
ond place after the first lap, 
finished five yards ahead of Rus- 
sell Owen of Ohio State, the Big 
Ten's quarter-mile titlist, who 
came up fast during the last 10 
yards to nip the other member of 
the four-man field, the veteran 
Jimmy Herbert of New York, by a 
few inches. 

Thompson Wins Dash. 

Herbert Thompson, the Jersey 
City flash, gained his third leg 
on the Briggs’ 50-yard dash 
trophy by beating Edward Con- 
well, speedy New York University 
freshman, by a matter of a very 
few inches in 5.4 seconds. 

Last year’s winner, Private 
Barney Ewell of Camp Lee, Va., 
Was a very close third. 

Ed Dugger, Tufts’ recent Na- 
tional Collegiate and I. C, 4A. 
champion, came back after a 
year's layoff to repeat in the 45- 
yard high hurdles final with a 
5.7 seconds performance. Dugger, 
now a Dayton, Ohio, defense 
worker, had about a yard on his 
closest rival, Private John Saun- 
ders of Camp Lee, and Bob 
Wright of Ohio State edged out 
Harvard's Don McKinnon for 
third place. 

Fred Sickinger, the Manhattan 
sophomore who was the favorite in 
the sub-par Lapham 1000-yard field 
of eight, turned in a 2:15.7 effort 
to out-foot Jim Rafferty of the 
New York A. C. by two yards. 

Trailing five yards in third place 
was Gene Venzke, also of the New 
York A. C. who was one of the 
outstanding competitors in this 
event a decade ago. Les Eisenhart 
of Port Clinton, O., former national 
junior 800 meters champion, who 
finished third behind Borican in 
this eevnt last year, never figured 
after suffering a first-lap spill. 

Short Stars Again. 

About an hour and a half after 
gaining his brilliant “600” victory, 
Short returned to the track to run 
the anchor lead for the George- 
town mile relay team against Ford- 
ham and St. John’s University. 

Short was forced to start five 
yards behind Al Hayden, the Ford- 
ham anchor, but he ran such a 
magnificent quarter mile that he 
gave his quartet an eight-yard vic- 
tory over the Rams in 3:24.1, the 
fastest relay time of the meet. 

Burnham came back less than 
an hour after making his surpris- 
ing showing in the Hunter and 
ran the third leg for a Dartmouth 
quartet that defeated Syracuse and 
Cornell teams in handy fashion.

While disappointed and some- 
what surprised over the Army’s 
rule forbidding its  soldier-stu- 


dents to participate in intercol- 
legiate athletics, a survey by the 
Associated Press today showed 
most major American colleges in- 
tend to play football as long as 
they can field eleven men on a 
side and get a man to blow a 
whistle. 

The squads will be much smaller 
and many of them will be com- 
posed largely of 17-year-old boys 
but it is with these recent High 
School graduates and men who do 
not come under the Army ban 
that the colleges are planning to 
operate on at least a limited basis 
this fall.

Here’s a list of the major col- 
leges that said today they had 
either started Spring training or 
would within a few weeks: Ohio 
State, Indiana, Purdue, Notre

RANCIS RAYMOND 
F BLADES, who distinguished 

himself as manager of the 
Cardinals in 1939, only to get the 
gate in July, 1940, when the 
same club, directed by the same 
manager with the same methods, 
went into’ the doldrums, is re- 
turning to a managerial assign- 
ment, this time as leader of the 
New Orleans club. Last year 
Ray served as coach under Bill 
McKechnie, manager of the 
Reds. 

Many baseball observers ex- 
pect Ray to climb back to a big 
league managerial appointment, 
for he is considered widely one 
of the smartest men in the busi- 
ness. And they figure that Ray 
has learned about men and per- 
haps about himself, since his 
stretch as leader of the Red- 
birds. 

Billy Southworth also flivvered 
as a leader when first he under- 
took to manage a major league 
club. That was in 1929 when 
Billy, a regular On the world 
championship club of 1926, re- 
turned to St. Louis as boss on 
the field. Billy was a bit too 
tough with the boys. It was a 
difficult assignment for him, for 
only recently he had been in the 
ranks, and when he cracked the 
whip over his former buddies, 
they resented it. 

When Southworth returned in 
1940 as Cardinal manager, he was 
a changed man. He made it his 
business to know the personal 
problems of his players. He lis- 
tened sympathetically and tried 
to help. Instead of trying to 
drive, he led the boys. He had 
mellowed. The Cardinals re- 
sponded and there probably 
never was a ball club that had 
better team spirit or player- 
manager relations than the Red- 
birds of 1942. 


Blades’ Hill Strategy 

Backfired in Second Year. 
LADES’ experiences as man- 
RB ager of the Cardinals showed 
how uncertain baseball could 
be. In 1939 his club made a spir- 
ited bid for the pennant. Switch- 
ing pitchers whenever the enemy 
threatened, frequently using five 
or six hurlers in a game, or in 
one inning if necessary, he kept 
the Redbirds in the thick of the 
championship fight. In fact, the 
Cards did so well that many ob- 
servers picked them as sure win- 
ners in the season that followed.

State Seeks to Provide

Commission, looking forward to the day when meat may become a 
scarce commodity, is trying to figure out a way to make more fish 
and wild game available without exposing it to widespréad slaughter. 


The commission, meeting here to- 
day, sought a method of getting 
buffalo, carp and the commoner 
species of catfish from Missouri 
streams in quantity wtihout sein- 
ing or other means that might be 
destructive to game fish. 

“One thing is certain,” E. Sydney 
Stephens, chairman of the board, 
said, “we are not going to open 
the thing up to slaughter of our 
protected game nor the extinction 
of our game fish.”

Niangua River from the mouth of 
Bennett Spring branch downstream 
to Keith Burns ford in Dallas and 
Laclede counties; Dry Creek from 
the mouth of Westover Spring 
branch to its confluence with Huz- 
zah Creek in Crawford County, and 
Meramec Spring branch in Phelps

Commerce Federation Asks 
Viceroy to Free Him 
‘Unconditionally.’ 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
The Federation of Indian Cham- 
bers of Commerce and Industry, 
composed principally of Indian 
business men, appealed -today to 
Viceroy Lord Linlithgow to re- 
lease Mohandas K, Gandhi 
conditionally.” 

Gandhi, who was detained last 
August when the Indian Congress 
party opened its civil disobedience 
campaign, began a 21-day fast last 
Wednesday in protest against of- 
ficials’ refusal to free him uncon- 
ditionally from the palace of the 
Aga Kahn at Poona. 

Today’s request was contained 


in a letter criticising what it 
termed the Government’s failure 
to seize an opportunity proffered 
by the fasting leader to bring 
about a political settlement. 

The letter was sent by G. L. 
Mehta, Indian shipping magnate 
and president of the federation, 
who voiced “serious concern and 
anxiety felt by the Indian com- 
mercial community at the unfor- 
tunate turn of events.” 

“The Government should not 
have allowed matters to be precipi- 
tated to this length,” Mehta said.

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TALE OF A CY’: 
WARSAW PATTERN 
OF NAZI CONQUEST 


OWI Pamphlet Describes 
Deliberate Campaign 
to Wipe Out or Enslave 
People. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Oc- 


cupied Warsaw has been the test- 
ing ground for Nazi plans of world 
conquest, the Office of War In- 
formation said today, revealing 
latest details of the pattern of 
occupation in the former Polish 
capital. 

In a 24 page pamphlet, “Tale 
of a City,” the OWI described 
Warsaw as being subject to a de 
liberate Nazi pattern of death, 
disease, starvation, economic slav- 


ery, and wholesale elimination of | 


populations. Material for the 
pamphlet was gathered fram all 
possible sources, many of them 
hitherto confidential, including 
numerous governmental and priv- 


ate reports and eyewitness ac- 
counts, 

“Warsaw's fate is the ultimate 
fate of Paris, Oslo, and Rotterdam, 
of Belgrade and Brussels, of every 
village, city, and nation that falls 
to the Nazis,” said the OWL 

“From Warsaw have come, the 
most detailed accounts of ~ the 
‘New Order’ in all its planned 
fury. Warsaw, too, like every city 
under the lash of the Nazis, re- 
gists the tyranny with all its 
strength.” 


Toll of Conquest. 


Tracing the occupation of War- 
saw from the siege of the city in 
September, 1939, until the present, 
the pamphlet reported the follow- 
ing current facts of daily life: 

“Warsaw today is dying out. De- 
prived of the necessary fats and 

vitamins, the population falls easy 
prey to disease. Exhaustion, 
hunger, and cold have forced many 
people to stay permanently in 
bed.” In the first half of 1941, 
8000 persons were born in Warsaw, 
but 21,800 died. In 1941, 9000 died 
of tuberculosis, compared with less. 
than 3000 in 1938. In the first 
eight months of 1941, typhus took 
a toll of 5592 persons, compared 
to 23 in 1938. “Children are mal- 
formed and ghostlike, suffering 
from anemia and softening of the 
bones.” 

Cost of living is up more than 1100 
per cent. Wages have fallen be- 
low minimums set by prewar con- 
tracts. “Warsaw's working class 
is poverty stricken.” 


Bread 40 Pct. Sawdust. 


“Bread is about the only thing 
the Poles can count upon eating. 
This winter there may be no bread 
in Warsaw. Forty per cent saw- 
dust, the bread is dark and indi- 
gestible.” Food cards, rarely re- 
ceived, theoretically entitle Poles to 
sub-subsistence Amounts of a few 
items. “Adults may not receive 
milk, an adult being anybody older 
than six months.” 

“Germans seized all war indus- 
tries in Warsaw, putting the larger 
ones to work without delay, and 
taking a little time to fit the 
smaller ones into their war ma- 
chine.” -German trustees (Treu- 
hander) have been installed in 
businesses stolen from Poles; they 
exercise complete control, boss the 
former boss and his workers, and 
receive fancy salaries. 

“Eighty per cent have been with- 
out sufficent light and heat since 
the occupation. Gas pressure has 
been so low it takes several hours 
to warm a quart of water. With- 
out warning, sections of the city 
are completely deprived of elec- 
tricity, often for two or three 
months at a time.” Coal is avail- 
able only on the Black Market, 
where a half ton costs about $160. 
Nazis have seized all homes and 
offices with steam heat. For fire- 
wood, Poles have torn down fences 
and stripped trees of bark. 


Theft Performed Legally. 

“The invaders passed a series of 
legal decrees authorizing them- 
selves to steal all Polish property. 
For weeks on end the covered 
trucks of the Gestapo rumbled out 
of Warsaw, headed for Germany 
and laden with furniture, rugs, 
jewels, furs, paintings, household 
equipment, all manner and descrip- 
tion of Polish personal property, 
all seized without payment.” 

All universities and high schools 
have been closed. Scientific labo- 
ratories have been dismantled and 
shipped to Germany. The Polish 
press has been suspended. No his- 
tory, geography, or Polish litera- 
ture may be taught in elementary 
schools. No new textbooks are is- 
sued, and most old ones have been 
confiscated. “Systematically de- 
stroying the intellectual classes, 
the Germans forbid teachers, writ- 
ers, artists, musicians, and actors 
to practice their professions.” 

“Warsaw is really ruled by the 
Gestapo, a law unto itself.” Once 
it became settled in a former min- 
istry on Szucho street “with some 
one thousand officers and five 
thousand troops, no man’s life 
could be called his own.” 

There is little doubt that the 
Germans, at a fat profit have a 
hand in operating Black Markets. 
Few can afford the prices: an egg 
costs 60 cents, a pound of pork 
around $4, a pound of butter be- 
tween $9 and $11. 

Thousands Expelled. 

“Thousands of Poles have been 
expelled from their homes on three 
days’ notice, and been moved to 
other parts of the city. Today 
Germans completely occupy the 
best residential sections.” Polish

Jews were given three hours to 
pack and get into the Ghetto. 

“Large numbers of prominent 
priests are in concentration camps, 
or have been tortured and put to 
death.” Both Lutheran colleges 
have been seized and converted 
into military hospitals. Polish 
Protestant publications are forbid- 
den, as are religious rites in Polish 
in Protestant churches. 

“Reports from Europe indicate 
that German authorities ‘are now 
carrying into effect Hitler’s oft-re- 
peated intention to exterminate 
the Jewish people in Europe.’ Be 
fore the policy of extermination 
took effect, more than a half mil- 
lion Jews were packed into 100 
blocks of the Ghetto. The Ghetto 
had the highest death rate of any 
modern city in the world. It had 
one hospital, without linen. In 
the Ghetto, 30 to 40 persons occu- 
pied one room in warehouses and 
offices. 

“There is no way of telling at 
this time exactly how many Poles 
have been murdered by the Nazis 
in Warsaw.” The execution spot 
is now Palmiry, near Warsaw, 
where mass shootings occur either 
at dawn or during the night, by 
the light of auto headlamps. 
Twenty persons at a time are lined 
up behind deep trenches and shot. 


Copies Available to Public, 


Copies of “Tale of a City,” avail- 
able to the public, now are being 
distributed to business groups, 
farmers, war workers, patriotic or- 
ganizations and schools throughout 
the country. The pamphlet is il- 
lustrated by a former officer of 
the Polish army, an eyewitness of 
the early days of the occupation. 

Describing the never-ceasing re- 
sistance of the Poles, the OWI said 
that “guerrilla bands representing 
all classes of the Polish people 
have been operating since the oc- 
cupation. Working singly and in 
groups, well organized, receiving 
aid and shelter from their fellow 
Poles, they have given the Nazis a 
bloody taste of their own medicine. 
They dynamite troop trains, set 
fire to war plants, blow up ammu- 
nition dumps. Nazis dare not 
travel alone either in the country 
or in the streets of Warsaw.” 


The OWI stated that more than 
120 underground newspapers are 
published, receiving their news 
from short-wave broadcasts from 
overseas. Anti-Nazi pamphlets, 
calendars and manifestos pass 
from hand to hand. 

“Instructions from the ynder- 
ground spread through Warsaw 
like wildfire,” said the OWI. “The 
flame of Polish culture ig being 
kept alive in darkened rooms all 
over Warsaw, where groups of 
children are being secretly taught 
the language and traditions of the 
country. Despite the Nazi tyranny 
or, rather, because of it—Warsaw’s 
churches are filled to bursting at 
every service.” 

“As in‘ Warsaw,” concluded “Tale 
of a City,” “the Nazis have failed 
in the rest of Europe. Having 
nothing but contempt for human- 
ity, they based their hopes of suc- 
cess upon a fundamental error: 
The belief that men will cower 
and surrender when they have 
been tortured and robbed, deprived 
of their birthright and treated like 
so many specks of dirt. 

“Coldly plotting their conquests, 
the Nazig took into consideration 
everything except the limitless 
strength of the human spirit. And 
today in Warsaw and throughout 
Europe the Nazis are at war with 
the human spirit—the spirit of 
decent men crying out for release 
from tyranny and demanding for 
themselves and their children a 
world of justice and of hope. 

“On the day Warsaw suffered 
the heaviest bombing of the siege, 
more people were united in mar- 
riage than ever before in the city’s 
history. This is the answer of 
man to the Nazi blueprints of ex- 
termination. And man will sur- 
vive in freedom long after the 
Nazi madness has crumbled in the 
dust.”

EDITORS GET SECRET, 
FRANK WAR REPORT 


Military Leaders Discuss 
Progress and Plans 
Off the Record. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
With each editor sworn to secrecy 
on a signed card, two of the big- 
gest off-the-record press confer- 
ences in Washington history were 
held today as members of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors learned about the war on 
the foreign and home fronts direct 
from the nation’s leaders, 

Gen. George C. Marshall and Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, top-ranking 
army and navy officers, frankly 
discussed progress and plans of 
the military effort for the editors. 

In addition to the point of pro- 
fessional ethics involved, the ed- 
itors each signed a little white 
card which said: “I understand that 


‘off-the-record’ meetings of the so- 
ciety pledge me to secrecy regard- 
ing any confidential statements 
made before the society. Back- 
ground information obtained from 
our speakers is not to be attrib- 
uted to them under any conditions. 
The old rule on background is: 
‘I know it’s true, but nobody said 
it’.” 

Some of the material may be 
used as background for stories and 
editorials in the future, as war 
developments unfold. 


Shortages Discussed. 


Later the members took their 
material shortage and manpower 
problems directly to the men in 
charge — War Production Board 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson, War 
Manpower Commission Chairman 
Paul V. McNutt, Price Adminis- 
trator Prentiss M. Brown and Di- 
rector James M. Landis of the 
Office of Civilian Defense. Also on 
the program was Agriculture Sec- 
retary Claude R. Wickard. Here, 
too, the sessions were off the rec- 
ord. 

Economic stabilization and ‘te 
probable effects on the industry 
took the spotlight tonight with 
Director James F. Byrnes of that 
office addressing the annual ban- 
quet. Col. John Jestyn Llewellin, 
chairman of the British supply 
council, brought an account of how 
Britain’s newspapers have coped 
with wartime crises. 

Editors made it plain that their 
papers were pledged to continue 
printing news no matter how 
stringent the newsprint and other 
slashes might become. News, and 
especially war news, will be the 
last part of the paper to feel the 
knife, they - said.

As guests of the four Washing- 
ton dailies—Star, Post, Times-Her- 
ald and News—the editors lunched 
with the four leaders of the wo- 
men’s military reserve organiza- 
tions. The special guests included 
Col. Oveta Culp Hobby, director 
of the Waacs; Lieut. Com. Mildred 
H. McAfee, director of the Waves, 
Lieut. Com. Dorothy C. Stratton, 
director of the Spars, and Maj. 
Ruth Cheney Streeter, director of 
the Marine Corps Women’s Re- 
serve. It was the first time the 
four had appeared together in pub- 
lic. 

Walter S. Gifford, national chair- 
man of the 1943 American Red 
Cross war fund campaign, thanked 
the editors for the press support 
of the drive, asked for their con- 
tinued aid and outlined the war 
fund’s uses in a brief address. 

The members voted to amend 
the society’s constitution to create 
a new class of inactive members 
consisting of newspaper men who 
have taken temporary war jobs 
with the Government.

WAR BOND SALES IN AREA 
IN WEEK 14 MILLIONS 


The Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis and its qualified agents sold 
$14,459,300 in war bonds during the 
week ended Thursday, bringing the 
total sales to $619,047,700 since May 
1, 1941, it was announced yester- 
day. 

An analysis of the week’s total 
sales showed the issuing agents 
sold $7,960,575 worth of Series E 
bonds, while the bank itself sold

the bank sold $5,997,775 in bonds of 
Series F and G. 

The St. Louis Postoffice and its 
branches, during the week ended 
Wednesday, sold $270,056 in bonds 
and $149,119 in war saving stamps, 
bringing the total bond sales since 
May 1, 1941, to $23,613,918 and the 
total stamp sales in the same pe- 
riod to $8,716,444. 

War bond sales totaled $822,175 
during January in St. Clair Coun-

ALL TO THE GOOD—U. S. 
IS NOT GOING TO DOGS 


Less Happy About Postwar 
Outlook Abroad, but ‘I 
Can’t Conceive Anything 
but Benevolent Fatalism 
Controls Man’s Destiny.’

EMPORIA, Kan., Feb. 13. 

WO generations of newspaper men have 
T known William Allen White as one of 

journalism’s great figures. Last Wednes- 
day he reached his seventy-fifth birthday, 
but you can’t tell White that he is getting 
old. If he is, he doesn’t act like it. The sun 
isn’t up long these mornings before he can 
be found in the sort of widened corridor be- 
tween the “front office’ and the “back 
room” at the Emporia Gazette which is his 
office. 

There, where he can keep one eye on the 
business department and both on the news 
and editorial department, Will White spends 
his days much as he did 48 years ago when 
he went back to Emporia, his birthplace, as 
a@ young man, “brown haired, milk-eyed, 
heavy set, and opinionated,’’—the words are 
his own. 


Has Learned to ‘Relax 

And Give Providence a Chance.’ 

There have been a few changes, The brown 
hair is snowy and thin, the only trace of its 
former hue surviving in the russet cast which 
his bushy eyebrows take on in certain 
lights. The eyes are a translucent blue, and 
they serve him well enough for most pur- 
poses without the aid of glasses. He is still 
heavy-set and, probably, opinionated, al- 
though he has learned to take the advice he 
once gave to a President of the United 
States: “Relax, let your hair down, kick 
off your shoes and give Providence a chance 
to run the show.” 

On his birthday he turned his back on the 
piles of papers which litter his old-fashioned 
roli-top desk, let the Gazette run itself for 
a few days, and set out for Washington to 
attend the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors, the pro- 
fessional organization of whidh he is proud- 
est because, he says its members are really 
working editors. 

Before his Washington trip he took time 
-out to talk with this correspondent of the 
sort of world he thinks we have and what 
has been happening to it. In between times 
*‘a county judge dropped in to take up a prob- 
lem of more immediate concern down at the 
courthouse; the War Mothers of Emporia 
had a program to discuss with the editor; 


one of the Waacs from Washingtrn passed : 
through town and just had to get acquaint- | 
ed; and the Gazette, of course, had to get out, 


its usual edition. 

The editor settled down and squirmed to 
a comfortable position in the rickety ladder- 
back chair with a splintered wood seat which 
has served him for 48 years. 


Town Uncle and Editor, 

Political Dabbler, Writer. 

“I really have four lives,” he explained. 
“I'm the town uncle—lI guess every’ country 
editor is. I edit a paper, I dabble in pol- 
itics, and I’m a writer—15 or 20 books. 

“But me 75? I refuse to believe it. When 
a man’s 75 he ought to be an old, old man, 
and I’m not that—not yet. I feel no differ- 
ent than I did at 65, or 55. There’s some- 
thing in the human heart that’s always in- 
fantile, that refuses age, that rejects it. 
Shakespeare probably carried Puck to his 
grave. Puck was the little Shakespeare, that 
always abided, eternally gay, in the secret 
places of his heart.” 

The sun filtered through the Venetian 
blind behind him. It made queer diagonal! 
patterns on the pictures which crowded the 
four walls. Some of them testified to how 
this country editor had ‘‘dabbled in pol- 
itics."" They were autographed portraits of 
old friends—William Jennings Bryan, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, Cal- 
vin Coolidge, Herbert Hoover, the eider La 
Follette, and a score of others, including 
most of the 10 Presidents he has known. 

Talk very long with William Allen White 
and you soon get over the notion that these 
are the great of an age that is dead and 
buried. The years have given him a per- 
spective which makes the present only the

logical outcome—the only logical outcome, 
he would say—of what went before it. 

*“Populists of 50 years ago,’ he begins, 
‘“‘were only New Dealers in boots and whis- 
kers. Bryan, the first Roosevelt, Wilson, 
all carried the toreh of revolution, each just 
a little bit further. 

“This Roosevelt couldn’t have functioned 
without the foundation that was laid before 
him. All through these years, and down 
through the New Deal it has been the same 
revolution—transforming government into 
an agency for the ‘welfare of the common 
man. 

“I’ve followed the banner of that revolu- 
tion for 50 years and as a principle it looks 
good to me. It will take another hundred 
years before we can know whether it has 
been a good or a bad thing.” 


He spoke of four revolutionary ways in 
which the Constitution has been amended 
during this period—the income tax amend- 
ment, the direct election of Senators, wom- 
en’s suffrage, and the “lame duck’’ 
ment. 

“All part of a pattern,’’ he went on. “First 
to create the machinery of democratic gov- 
ernment, putting control more directly in the 
hands of the people, then to use that ma- 
chinery to extend the control of Government 
to accomplish what seems to be a more 
equitable distribution of wealth and income.”

A General Staff officer replied soberly: 

“Not much of anything just now.” 

In other words, only two and a half years 
ago there was no crystallized thought in the 
American Army as to an adequate defense 
against armored units.

The general 
belief was that a tank could be whipped 
only by another and bigger tank. Some ef- 
forts were made to increase the number and 
power of antitank guns, drawn by trucks, 
in divisions and lower units. 


“There was in the War Department at that 
time,’’ Gen. McNair continued, ‘‘a young 
Lieutenant Colonel who eventuall; was as- 
signed to the task of answering the question 
of what to do against tanks.

‘Free enterprise’ was as 
free and unhampered under Hoover as under 
Harding and Coolidge. Sometimes I think 
that the exponents of ‘free enterprise’ are 
without a saving sense of humor,” 


Msgr. Ryan raised the question—dquoting 
Walter Lippmann—whetler the business 
classes of the United States would imitate 
their social forebears in England, who re- 
acted to the doctrines of the French revolu- 
tion by giving up- some of their privileges 
and so saved themselves from destruction, or 
would follow the example of the aristocracy 
of France, which refused to yield anything 
and hence lost everything. 

The question of what the great economic 
groups of America would do with their in- 
fluence after the war, Msgr. Ryan said, was 
one of the most crucial questions ever to 
confront the American people. 

Msgr. Ryan then examined the possibility 
“that the economic theories of the ‘free 
enterprisers’ will not determine the pol-

“I am sure,” he exclaimed, “that the 
Army at large appreciates the greatness of 
Gen. Bruce’s accomplishment. Seldom does 
one man have the privilege, vision an? abil- 
ity to conceive a project and carry it through 
to full bloom.

Camp 
Hood had and still has its Bruce. Even 
though his future efforts may extend beyond 
Camp Hood, I know that what he has built 
here will live and contribute a mighty bit to 
our ultimate victory.” 4 


Summary of the System, 

Axioms of Tank Busting. 

The theory underlying the system worked 
out by Gen. Bruce may be summarized as 
follows: 

The natural enemy of the tank is not 
another tank but the gun. 

This gun must be able to out-range and 
out-smash the tank's armament. 

It must be carried by a self-propelling 
platform. 

The vehicle must surpass the tank in 
speed and mobility, and will, therefore, 
be armored lightly. 

While the tank wars on ground person- 
nel in general, the t«nk ‘destroyer special- 
izes in fighting only tanks. 

Ambuscade, based on sound reconnais- 
sance, is the destroyer's particular forte. 

In elaborating upon Gen. Bruce’s axioms, 
Gen. McNair maintained that battle experi- 
ence has consistently confirmed the. advan- 
tage enjoyed by tank destroyers over tanks, 
if the former are in sufficient strength and 
are properly operated. 

“The tank,” he said, “‘must advance across 
country in order to accomplish its mission 
of striking; but it is in the last few bun- 
dred. yards between a well-placed destroyer 
and an approaching hostile tank that the big 
killing is done. At this stage of the game, 
there should be no self-propulsion. By mov- 
ing, the destroyer would throw away its de- 
cisive opportunity. 


Two Prime Essentials, 
Superior Gunpower, Speed. 


“The tank must carry cannon against 
enemy armored vehicles and automatic small 
arms against hostile ground personnel. These 
conditions render it inherently ponderous 
and relatively siow. Since the tank must 
advance in the open, the destroyer need only 
maneuver for a favorable position, conceal 
itself thoroughly and ambush the tank. 

“Thus the destroyer must find the tank 
early, discern its intentions and move with 
maximum speed to a position where it can 
strike a death blow. It follows that the de- 
stroyer must embody two prime essentials. 
It must have superior gun power, so that it 
can obtain more effective hits per minute on 
the tank than the tank can on it. It must 
have superior speed, in order to beat the 
tank to position. The destroyer’s lighter 
armor is relatively unimportant, since it has 
a weapon capable of penetrating the tank's

“THE HOUR IS AT HAND. 

A great Missouri opportunity, in all probability, 
will be either won or lost in the next few days. 

That opportunity is the modernization of the 1875 
State Constitution, and the chances of achieving it 
rest altogether on the caliber of the citizens who 
are chosen as delegates to the coming Constitutional 
Convention. The caliber of the delegates in turn 
will be determined in the week that lies ahead. 

Here is why the crucial time is at hand: . 

Gov. Donnell has wisely set the special election of 
delegates on April 6, the same date as the aldermanic 
election in St. Louis. This will save the cost of a 
special election in St. Louis and other communities 
which have municipal elections on that date. 

But the names of candidates for convention seats 

must be certified by March 6. This means that the 
senatorial district conventions and the public mass 
meetings are quite literally upon us. In St. Louis 
the Democratic and Republican city committees will 
meet Tuesday to set the machinery in motion. 
_ This machinery is in the hands of the profes- 
sional politicians, thanks to the way in which the 
section creating it is drawn. The politicians have 
it in their power to view the post of delegate mere- 
ly as so much patronage for which the State must, 
under the law, pay $10 a day. They can nominate 
—and this means elect—ward-heelers and political 
hangers-on to the 68 seats from the 34 senatorial 
districts. They can slate essentially political choices 
for the 15 seats from the State at large. 

They can do this either in defiance of an active 
public opinion, which seeks qualified delegates, or 
in default of interest among civic groups. They 
can do it much easier if few persons concern them- 
selves with the character of the nominations. 

We do not say that the professional politicians 
are going to sabotage this great opportunity. What 
we do say is that the citizens of Missouri, who ap- 
proved the holding of a Constitutional Convention 
by a majority of more than 100,000, should impress 
on their political leaders—State, county and local— 
that they want only able, informed and progressive 
citizens nominated and slated, that failure to do this 
will bring its certain penalty at the polls. 

The Missouri Committee for Revision of the State 
Constitution has submitted both St. Louis area and 
statewide lists for the consideration of political 
leaders. These lists are not all-inclusive, and worthy 


the quality of citizen who should be called to this 
vital work. Civic, professional and community groups 
over the State may very well tip the scales between 
achievement and failure in the convention by exert- 
ing their influence tomorrow and the next day and 
the next, and until the tickets are drawn and elected. 

There is no need to list the serious issues which 
are due to come before the convention. They are 
many, and they are what make this opportunity 
so great. But the importance of the work does not 
in any wise guarantee its success. 

One of the wisest and saddest of old sayings is 
that it does no good to lock the barn door after 
the horse is stolen. It will do no good to belabor 
the politicians afterward if lack of public interest 
leaves them free to pass around the delegates’ seats 
like so many plums. :

Or will an aroused and 
alert State rise up to make the most of a chance 
that will not come again for 20 years?

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DUNCAN IS NOT THE MAN. 

Senator Truman has called on President Roose- 
velt to appoint former Congressman Duncan of St. 
Joseph to the new Federal judgeship for Missouri. 

This choice ignores the very reason for the new 
seat, namely, the great increase of work in the 
Eastern District. : 

It disregards the important matter of the ready 
availability of a Federal Judge to the litigants and 
bar of the region where his work must be done. 

It flouts the plainly decfared and reiterated state- 
ments of St. Louis bar and civic leaders. 

It violates, in effect, the instructions of the Fed- 
eral Judicial Conference which has repeatedly called 
for a new Federal Judge in this district. 

It puts in the preferred position a man who neither 
distinguished himself as a member of the bar nor 
made an impress on Congress in his decade there. 

It selects a “lame duck” for a post which should 
be reserved for the best man who can be found. 

It places personal and political considerations 
above those considerations which are basic: quali- 
fications, experience, promise of performance, 

It becomes one more “deal” at a time when the 
people are sick and tired of deals-and are asking 
themselves how the Roosevelt administration hopes 
to reconcile its democratic professions to the world 
with its purely political appointments at home. 

Senator Truman has not yet said that “it’s Duncan 
or nobody,” to adapt his decree of a few months 
ago when a lucrative Federal post was at stake in 
St. Louis. He can still correct his mistake. 

Senator Truman owes it to himself, to the Demo- 
cratic party, to President Roosevelt, to the Federal 
bench and to the people of Missouri to recommend 
the best man available for this judgeship. Richard 
M. Duncan is not that man, 
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MUSKRAT BY ANOTHER NAME. 

It would be wrong to assume that the promoters 
of muskrat as a table delicacy are merely trying to 
be high-toned in presenting their dish as “marsh 
rabbit,” which they did in Washington, or as “hare 
a la Louisianne,” the name applied in St. Louis. 

The change of name is astute psychology. It over- 
comes the greatest handicap under which this en- 
tree suffers: the word “muskrat.” Naturally, the 
idea of eating any creature identified by name as 
a species of rat is not very enticing to the palate. 
This taboo does not extend to all members of the 
rodentia family, for squirrel and rabbit are highly 
esteemed even by the discriminating. However, if 
the squirrel bore the name of “tree rat,” or the 
rabbit were called “meadow rat,” it is likely that 
only an emergency could make them popular fare. 

The flavor of the muskrat is reported excellent 
by all who have had a sample. If one of the fancy 
new names can be made to stick, then it’s well on 
the way to becoming a favorite American dish and 
a welcome substitute in time of meat rationing. 
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LANDON GOES IN FOR PETTIFOGGING. 

If there are two things more different than night 
and day, they are Hitler’s brutal totalitarian phil- 
osophy and Henry Wallace’s vision of “the century 
of the common man.” Yet ex-Gov. Alf M. Landon of 
Kansas, in a Lincoln day address at Omaha, por- 
trayed the Fuehrer and the Vice-President as two 
of a kind when he expressed the hope that ‘“Wal- 
lace and his fellow-travelers will not lead us down 
the same disastrous primrose path which Hitler led 
his people.” He went on to reach a new low in 
smear phrases by talking about “Nazi New Dealers.” 

If Mr. Landon wants to criticise the administra- 
tion, its officials and the expressions of the Vice- 
President, that is his privilege as an American. 
But when, in order to make capital for his own 
party, the former Republican leader descends to 
name-calling, mud-slinging and belittling the hopes 
of millions for a better post-war world, he falls into 
the category described by Mr. Roosevelt as “petti- 
foggers.” He isn’t even playing good politics. Sure- 
ly no independent voter will be persuaded to sup- 
port the Republican ticket by Mr. Landon’s fantastic 
assertion that we are fighting on two fronts—‘“one 
a global war, the other a Nazi bureaucratic war.” 
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AUTHORITY FOR THE STATE POLICE, 

It is hard to see how there can be any real oppo- 
sition to the bill of Senator Caldwell of Ralls County 
to give the State Highway Patrol full police powers, 
to make it a constabulary rather than a grandiose 
organization for the regulation of traffic. 

As a matter of fact, the patrol has performed 
police duties from its very beginning. One of its 
chief reasons for being is the pursuit and apprehen- 
sion of criminals in days when superhighways and 
automobiles have wiped out the legal boundaries of 
communities so far as the law-breaker is concerned. 

However, since Attorney General McKittrick, in 
the autumn of 1941, questioned the authority of the 
patrol, there has been need for its confirmation. 
Mr. McKittrick argued that, since it was maintained 
by highway funds, its activities were legally con- 
fined to the policing of highways. 

The Legislature should now put this question be- 
yond all quibbling. Not to use the State police— 
with their radio network and other modern equip- 
ment—in the fight against crime doesn’t make sense. 
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IN MEMORY OF JOHN RUTLEDGE. 

Wiley B. Rutledge, who is due to take his seat 
tomorrow, is hot the first Rutledge to be a member 
of the United States Supreme Court. Washington's 
senior Associate Justice was gifted John Rutledge 
of South Carolina, who resigned after only a year 
of service to assume an office in his home State. 
Four years later, he wrote Washington that he 
would like to be Chief Justice and Washington 
gladly appointed him. But before he could be con- 
firmed, he became involved in the bitte? controversy 
over Jay's treaty, even to the point of outdoing the 
rest of its opponents. The result was that although 
he had conducted one session of the court, he was 
rejected by the Senate and forced to leave the bench. 
But he had already achieved many good works as 
a Founding Father, particularly as chairman of the 
Committee of Detail at the 1787 convention which 
drafted the Constitution. For more reasons than 
one, it is good to see the name Rutledge back on 
the Supreme Court.

Pointing to the fact that at least 55,000,000 
persons will have to be employed in the 
post-war period and that these 55,000,000 
will produce something like 135 billion dol- 
lars’ worth of goods, Mr. Hoffman said that 
it is within the power of employers to decide 
now whether they will plan and achieve 
this transition from war to peace or whether 
Government will do the planning and what- 
ever there then will be in achieving. They 
have it in their power to insure a continua- 
tion of the competitive way and will have 
only themselves to blame if, failing to plan 
now, “collectivism” takes over. 


For Quick Adjustment. 


He said that his national planning com- 
mittee will be able only to set goals and 
to suggest lines of action. It can do perhaps 
5 per cent of the work which must be done, 
Another 10 per cent can be done by state 
and local committees. The remaining 85 
per cent will have to be done by individual 
employers, 


Mr. Hoffman's advice should be heeded. 
The end of the war will find industry geared 
to the production of munitions, If industry 
itself has plans to convert speedily back to 
peacetime production on a basis of maxi- 
mum efficiency, the period of post-war ad- 
justment can be short. 


Employment can be found for nearly all 
who need it almost from the day that war 
production declines, If Industry hag no such 
plans, if it dawdles along with its eyes 
on possible future production, unemploy- 
ment will be considerable over an extended 
period and, sooner or later, the “bureau- 
crats” will take over—permanently, so far 
as this generation of business men is con- 
cerned, 

There is now a period of choice. There is 
now a period in which industry can prepare 
to safeguard itself from the interference 
which will mean an end to al) independence 


of action. This period is getting shorter day 
by day. 

Technological advances are rapid in a pe 
riod of war. Some of the things manufac- 
turers made and sold before the war started 
will no longer be of value when the war 
ends, for much better articles can take 
their places. There is an adjustment to 
make to that—promptly. 


Before the war, we were living under a 
philosophy of scarcity. We believed that a 
national income of 100 billion dollars was 
fabulous. We believed that low production 
and high unit profits could mean prosperity. 


We should know better than that now. 
We should know that a national income of 
150 or even 200 billion dollars is possible. 
We should know that solid prosperity de- 
pends not on high unit profits with mod- 
erate production but on low unit profits 
with capacity production. 


Mr. Hoffman’s words should be a warn- 
ing on the wall for industrial “diehards” 
and “bourbons.” They should convince 
these that there can be no return to the 
“good old days,” which were exceedingly 
good for thevimited few and g for them 
only for a period between depressions. 


These “bourbons” should realize, as more 
progressive industrialists do realize, that the 
only salvation for “free” industry is a rate 
of production which makes both high wages 
and low prices possible. Then and then 
only will industry be on safe ground, 


If Government Acts. 


Its profits, except when unusual risks are 
involved, will be moderate but constant. It 
will enjoy a steady prosperity by spreading 
prosperity generally, It will accomplish 
what should have been its object all along. 
It will give the country the heritage for 
which it has been working. 


If industry fails to do this, both it and the 
country are doomed to a period of blight. 
If by not grasping its opportunity, it forces 
Government to take over, the result can be 
foreseen — experiment will follow experi- 
ment, production will be managed by rule 
of thumb or worse, and a destiny now 
within our grasp will be lost, lost while an 
entirely new system is evolved, a system 
of regimentation, a system of “collectivism.” 


We don’t need to worry too much about 
the “plotters on the left.” They can’t get 
far unless they have armies of unemployed 
from which to recruit their followers. It 
is industry's job to see that there are -not 
these distressed unemployed

How Cartels Help the Axis; 
A Story of German Intrigue 


“Germany's Master Pian,’’ by Joseph Sorkin and 
Charies A. Welsh. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, inc. 
New York.) 


ERE, in bold outline, is the first com- 

plete story of Germany’s amazing indus- 
trial offensive. The authors, experts on in- 
ternational cartels, unveil the widespread 
web of German economic intrigue, which, 
in the words of Pope, is “a mighty maze, 
but not without a plan.” 


At the center of Germany's industrial 
army is the giant corporation, L. G. Farben- 
industrie, “an aggregation of cartels.” A 
list of its affiliations and subsidiaries “reads 
like a bluebook of world industry,” and its 
fields of operations are so broad that not 
all are known, Simply stated, its history is 
this: “Whatever Germany needed, and mod- 
ern science could make, I. G. obtained for 
Germany and tried to keep from others.” 


German industry’s dream of world eco 
nomic conquest is not a mere Nazi impro- 
visation. “Germany lost the First World 
War, but I. G. gained the peace,” the aw- 
thors contend. They show that I. G. was 
well on its way to monopolizing 
when the Nazi party was still the dream of 
a few beer-hall fanatics. 


The Germans found ready dupes among 
European and American industrialists who 
were eager to collaborate in the cartel 
agreements as long as their profits kept 
rolling in. In general, their policy was 
restriction of output, fixing of prices and 
the freezing of patents, which gave Ger 
many a free hand in its secret industrial 
rearmament. The day of reckoning came 
when the United Nations found themselves 
sadly lacking in strategic resources and 
technological facilities. : 

The authors tell the story of dyestuffs, 
plastics, drugs, quinine, synthetic rubber, 
oil, aluminum, magnesium, optical goods, 
beryllium and tungsten carbide. In each 
material, the Germans tried to hamstring 
Allied production with their tricky method 
of interlocking cartel agreements, 

Parts of this story came out in last year’s 
flurry of news articles on the L. G., but this 
is the first time the loose ends have been 
tied together into a unified study. The 
book is well documented, and presents a 
serious indictment against the world car- 
tels which have aided the Axis unwittingly 
and yet so effectively. 

The reader will come to one conclusion 
—German-controlled international monop- 
olies must be destroyed in the post-war 
world, DELBERT W. HAMILTON.

Oldest U. S. Heavy Cruiser Halted Enemy 
Shelling With First Salvo and Sent Attack- 
er Down—Blew Up Destroyer at 1500 
Yards With One Round From Guns.

T’S the oldest of our heavy cruisers. Before it underwent a recent 
overhaul, much of its fighting equipment was considered antiquated 
and outmoded. Yet, in 28 minutes of blood-curdling night action 
it helped bag a Japanese heavy cruiser, a light cruiser, an auxiliary 


and several] destroyers. 


At the height of this melee it interposed itself between the enemy 
and another American cruiser which was being badly hit and sank 
the Japanese attacker. It itself came out of the fray with compara- 


tively minor damage. 

It is the U. S. 8. Salt Lake City, 
first of our “treaty cruisers,” one 
of two ships of the Pensacola class 
of 1024, and in commission since 
1928. Only now does it become 
possible to emphasize the role it 
played in the second Battle of Savo 
Island, generally recognized as a 
vital early turning point in the 
still-developing struggle for the 
Solomons. 

Other American ships in that 
action gave excellent accounts of 
themselves. One, the light cruiser 
Boise, was. identified shortly after 
the battle. It went back to the 
States for repairs. When the Boise 
put in at Philadelphia it got a 
tremendous and well-deserved ova- 
tion. But, for security reasons, 
nothing could be said then about 
the Salt Lake City and how it 
shielded the Boise from possible 
annt{hilation. 

The Salt Lake City was first; 
mentioned publicly in connection 
with the battle when Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz recently deco- 
rated Capt. Ernest G. Small. Capt. 
Small, now a member of Nimitz’s 
ataff, was commander of the heavy 
cruiser during the battle. His cita- 
tion gave the Salt Lake City some 
of the credit due it, at least by 
implication. It read: 

“For extraordinary heroism and 

ed service as command- 
ing officer of the U. 8. S. Salt Lake 
City in the night action of Savo 
Island, British Solomon Islands, 
on the night of Oct. 11-12, 1942. 
Due to his aggressiveness and de- 
termined action ... a superior 
Japanese force heading for Guadal- 
canal was destroyed or turned 
back. In one phase of the engage- 
ment his excellent seamanship was 
a deciding factor in protecting the 
heavily hit Boise from further 
damage. The success of this action 
prevented a planned Japanese at- 
tack on our positions at Guadal- 
canal and prevented the enemy 
from landing reinforcements... Sy 

But the import of this strong 

e still was not recognized 
to the extent of any widespread 
public understanding of the Salt 
Lake City’s accomplishments. Only 
among Navy men (here at Pearl 
Harbor) has there been recognition 
that the Salt Lake City, through 
its astonishing proficiency in night 
gunnery, and its flaming offensive 
spirit, tarned in one of the finest 
performances credited to any 
naval vessel in the history of mod- 
ern war. 

Navy men, however, have been 
unstinted in their tributes, and it 
was the enthusiastic character of 
their praise which caused this cor- 
respondent to get a first-hand ac- 
count of the battle from its own 


people. 
Grief Over First Battle. 

In the first battle of Savo, Aug. 
8-0, the Japanesé had caught four 
Allied cruisers flatfooted and sank 
them with their opening salvos. 
the enemy paid for this with heavy 
losses. Strategically, even this 
first Savo engagement is consid- 
ered an American cryin 4 ae 
experts, on the groun a e 
Japanese did not succeed in the 
main purpose of disrupting our 
landing operations on Guadal- 
canal. But it was a severe tactical 
defeat and did not have a good ef- 
fect on American morale. 

“All of our hearts were broken,” 
gaid Lieut. Com. James T. Brewer 
of New York, the Salt Lake City’s 
chief gunnery officer. “We just 
coulin't understand what had hap- 
pened, or why it had happened. 
We had known the Japs were 
plenty tough, but none of us had 
had a doubt that we were better. 
That business of the Quincy, Vin- 
cennes and Astoria—well; we still 
felt we could take ’em, but all of 
us began to angel just how 
tough it was going to be.” 

For many of our Pacific fighting 
men it was the Second Battle of 
Savo, and particularly the aggres- 
siveness and efficiency of the Salt 
Lake City, which provided the first 
answer to that rankling question. 


Nature on the Job. 

After the First Battle of Savo 
the Japanese had taken to running 
reinforcements into the northwest 
corner of Guadalcanal by night. 
Fast destroyer transports covered 
by cruisers—“the Bougainville Ex- 
press”"—came down to put big 
deckloads of troops on the beach 
mear Cape Esperance, retiring 
again before daylight. Our plane 
defenses, not yet very well or- 
ganized, were powerless to prevent 
this. It was obvious the job would 
have to be done by surface forces. 

The task force of which the 
Boise and Salt Lake City were a 
part, that night, had been organ- 
ized. as our first major effort to 
throw the Bougainville Express off 
the rails. The force was led by 
Rear Admiral Norman Scott, for- 
merly of Kirkwood, Mo., since 
killed in the sinking of the cruiser 
Atianta. The force planned its 
approach so ag to catch the trans- 
ports and their covering cruisers 
en route, or while unloading their 
human cargo on the Guadalcanal 
beaches. With this in mind, they 
ran so close to the big island the 
men could smel] the scent of jun- 
gle vegetation. “I can still smell 


that heavy, lush, tropical perfume,” 
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Lieut. Lyle B. Ramsay of Abilene, 
Tex., told me. Hig post was the 
Salt Lake City’s main battery for- 
ward control. “The night was 
tense—still and clammy and fore- 
boding. You could almost hear the 
beating of tomtoms in the jungle 
and you damn well knew that 
something tremendous was going 
to happen.” But it was quite a 
while before anything did. 

The Salt, Lake City had a bad 
accident running past the big is- 
land. One of its reconnaissance 
planeg caught fire as it was cata- 
pulted, blazing up so as to illumi- 
nate the area for miles around. 
Had Japanese forces been in the 
area the element of surprise which 
counted heavily in the Americans’ 
favor, would have been lost. 

But there was no sign of activity 
on the beaches. Another plane 
came back to its ship with a re- 
port of three small Japanese ships 
lying a mile or so east of Savo 
Island. 


“We were looking for bigger 
game than that,” said Lieut. George 
A. O’Connell Jr., assistant gunnery 
officer, whose home is at Norfolk, 
Va. “It wouldn’t have been smart 
to give away our plan by attacking 
those smal] ships. We ran up close 
by Savo, on a more northerly 
heading. We could see that little 
blurb of land sticking up out of 
the water like an ashheap. We be- 
gan to feel we were on a wild 
goose chase and that we’d have to 
retire and try again another time. | 
Everyone felt a letdown.” 


Enemy Discovered. 

But there wasn’t much time for 
disappointment. The task force 
was only a few thousand yards 
northwest of Savo when the 
Americans suddenly saw in the 
darkness a force of enemy war- 
ships. 

Our forces began maneuvering 
to confuse the enemy and close 
with him, It was at 11:47 that the 
Americans opened fire, and by that 
time the leading Japanese ship was 
within 5000 yards, 

Our ships shot, in that opening 
salvo, at the enemy leader, indenti- 
fied as a light cruiser. The cruiser 
burst immediately into flames, and 
our ships checked fire while they 
hunted for individual targets.. It 
was apparent even before the bat- 
tle was joined that this was no 
ordinary Bougainville Express. The 
enemy force was vastly superior. 
Lookouts and spotters quickly 
identified four heavy cruisers, two 
or three lights, and “any number 
of destroyers.” In addition, there 
were auxiliaries, probably troop 
transports. It was a big offensive 
force going down to bombard the 
American positions on Guadal- 
canal, and probably to attempt a 
landing on the beachheads held by 
the Americans nearest to Hender- 
son Field. The first shells fired 
by the enemy in the engagement 
were loaded with bombardment and 
fragmentation charges, rather than 
armor-piercing ammunition. 

For its second target the Salt 
Lake City chose a heavy cruiser. 
It let the enemy close the range 
from 9000 to 5000 yards before it 
fired. “There was no more thrill 
to it than watching a fat cock- 
roach come waddling across the 
floor toward you,” said Lieut. Ram- 
say. “You just keep your eye on 
him and watch him come in and in 
your own good time you put your 
heel down on him. That's the way 
we felt about that cruiser.” 

The Salt Lake City fired two 10- 
gun salvos of eight-inch. On the 
second the Japanese ship blew up 
in a great reddish yellow sheet of 
flame 300° feet square. It went 
down in a great hissing of smoke 
and spray. 

The Salt Lake City’s third tar- 
get was an auxiliary, believed to 
be a troop transport. Seven salvos— 
70 eight-inch shells—were pumped 
into the ship before it went down 
by the head, its propellers high in 
the air, dripping in the glare of 
searchlights. As the upthrust stern 
started under, the boys from the 
Salt Lake City put their seventh 
salvo into it, for luck. 

Now came a report that three 
Japanese destroyers were running 
in fast to deliver torpedo attacks. 
The Salt Lake City took the one 
nearest it. It caught the destroyer 
with a single salvo of the 10 guns 
at only 1500 yards. The destroyer 
disappeared instantaneously from 
the face of the sea. Other American 
ships finished off the other two 
and no torpedoes found a mark. 

It was midnight now. There 
was a brief lull while the Ameri- 
cans hunted for fresh targets. None 
could be found, except six or eight 
blazing hulks of mortally wounded 
enemy warships and auxiliaries, 
When firing was resumed, the 
Salt Lake City shot in leisurely 
fashion at the burning wrecks, 
“stirring up the fires.” It took 
four of them in rotation. The 
fourth, it thought, was the same 
light cruiser against which it and 
the other Americans had directed 
their first fire at the beginning of 
the engagement. 

The Salt Lake City had suffered 
little damage, teough four of its 
people had been killed and a num- 
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had fallen short and exploded as 
it struck the sea. 

Except for the destroyers, one of 
which was so badly damaged it 
sank the next day, none of the 
American ships suffered much 
damage until after the lull in the 
firing at midnight. Suddenly, as 
the Salt Lake City pumped its de- 
liberate salvos into the burning 
light cruiser, it became aware that 
the Boise, cead ahead in the for- 
mation, was being heavily hit. An- 
other Japanese heavy cruiser, ap- 
pearing suddenly out of nowhere; 
had closed with the six-inch gunned 
Boise and was slugging it merci- 
lessly, at a range of less than 5000 
yards. 

To make matters worse, enemy 
destroyers were reposted coming 
in again and in turning bow on to 
them to avoid torpedoes, the Boise 
was forced to close still farther 
with the enemy cruiser, which so 
patently “had her number.” As 
the Boise turned hard to starboard 
the Salt Lake City, to avoid ram- 
ming, turned hard to port and 
then, as the blazing Boise swung 
back again, and away from the 
enemy, the Salt Lake City swung 
in to e position the Boise had 
vacated, squarely in the path of 
the punishing fire. The enemy 
had its range automatically and 
had nothing to do but keep on 
shooting. 

The Japanese cruiser got to fire 
one salvo. One shell penetrated 
one of the Salt Lake City’s for- 
ward fire rooms, killed a seaman, 
flooded the room with hundreds 
of gallons of oil and started a bad 
fire. But before the enemy could 
fire again, the American had fired 
its own batteries. The Japanes- 
fell silent and the Salt Lake City 
pumped in four more salvos before 
the enemy sank. 

It was a quarter after midnight 
and the action was over. All the 
Japanese ships had either been 
sunk, or had retreated and escaped 
in the darkness, or were blazing 
furiously. 

Some days later the Salt Lake 
City put in at Pearl Harbor for 
repairs and an overhaul. No bands 
blared, no sirens blew, as it slipped 
up to the pier. Eagerly, its men 
read in mainland papers the ac- 
count of the Boise's noisy welcome 
on the East Coast. This was not 
resented. The Boise was a grand 
ship,. they knew, and had put up 
a gloriously aggressive and ef- 
fective fight. The Salt Lake City 
had made up a little song about 
itself to the tune of “Shuffle Off 
to Buffalo”: 

“If it’s submarines you're haunting, 

If an island base you're wanting, 

She’s the one-ship fleet; 

Oh, oh, oh! 

Off we're gonna shuffle, shuffle 
off to Tokyo.” 

But, at least throughout the fleet 
itself, the Salt Lake City gets the 
credit due it. Its gunnery per- 
formance that black night is a 
legend. 

Talking with its men, you get 
inklings of the sort of thing that 
makes such a record possible. A 
spirited bunch, these Salt Lake 
City lads. Good, and they know 
it. But none of them praises him- 
self. They “build up” each other 
and the ship. The communicators, 
the engineers and the damage con- 
trol people say their gunners are 
the best in the world. The gun- 
ners reciprocate the feelings, with 
interest. They are all loudly and 
sincerely aggressive. 

One of the things the ship is 
proudest of is the youth of its 
department heads and senior of- 
ficers. Capt. Small is in his fifties, 
and his executive officer at the 
time of the battle, Capt. Grayson 

Carter, is_in his late forties. 
ne of the others is yet out 
thirties. Lieut. Com. Brewer, 
jef gunnery officer, is 36 

assistant, Lieut. O’Con- 

resOther department heads 
include: Com. T. H, Kobey, Bis- 
bee, Ariz., 38, the engineer officer; 
Lieut. Com. David D. Hawkins, 
Berkeley, Cal., 36, the navigator;

Cites Lack of Evidence That Goering Has 
Taken Over as Fuehrer’s Successor in 


The goings on within the top- 
flight hierarchy of the Nazi party 
thave always been inscrutable and 
difficult for the outsider to figure 
out. Hence, flatly to deny the pos- 
sibility of the German chief-of- 
state’s demise would be unwise. 
Anything may happen in the Nazi 
setup. 

At the same time, the proba 
bilities do not point in that direc- 
tion. Hermann Goering was pub- 


licly designated by Adolf Hitler as 
his successor in his speech before 
the Reichstag on Sept. 1, 1939, in- 
forming the nation that the war 
with Poland had started. 

Now, Goering has many enemies 
among the big-wigs of his own 
party. By many of them he is 
regarded as not quite “safe” from 
an ideological point of view. The 
men in Hitler’s confidence who 
are Nazis first and Germans sec- 
ond don’t believe that Goering is 
determined to uphold Nazi phi- 
losophy at all costs. “I determine 
who is a Jew and who is not,” was 
his way of meeting the Nazi racial 
issue. And Goering still insisted 
on a Christian baptism for his only 
child, Edda. 


Goering’s Vanity. 

It follows that Goering would 
have to seize power by a blitz 
movement before his enemies in 
the party could execute a counter- 
move. There is no evidence that 
he has seized power. Also, a vain, 
expansive man like Goering would 
hardly refrain from telling the 
world that he is now the top boss. 

To me it does not seam to make 
sense that Hitler could be dead 
all this time without Goering’s 
giving evidence of his new rank, 

One wonders, also, whether 
Joseph Goebbels as propaganda 
minister would let the opportunity 
of Hitler’s death slip by without 
arranging for the most impressive 
obsequies ever staged in Germany. 
The virtual deification of the 
Fuehrer, his formal induction into 
Valhalla, and the consecration of 
his burial place as a _ national 
shrine would be just the sort of 
thing that Goebbels would regard 
as Al propaganda material for 
stirring up the nation to a last 
heroic effort to win the war. 


Fuehrer May Be III. 


There is, of course, something 
decidedly queer about Adolf Hit- 
ler’s failure to address the nation 
personally on the occasion of his 
tenth anniversary as chancellor. 
The mildest interpretation is that 
he suffered one of his periodic fits 
of depression—as well he might 
after Stalingrad, which he would 
“never let go again,” had proved 
such a debacle. 

It may also be that he is a very 
sick man, either physically or 
mentally. There has never been a 
doubt in my mind that, sooner or 
later, Hitler would crack up. 

In such an event, Goebbels may 
well have staged the unusual “four 
days of mourning for Stalingrad” 
as a sort of dress rehearsal for an 
even more important act of mourn- 
ing that he expects to be in the 
offing. 

All this is speculation, however. 
From the viewpoint of the war ef- 
fort, by far the best view to take 
is to assume that Hitler has once 
again relapsed into one of those 
“creative pauses” of his during 
which he weighs hunches of his

USUALLY reliable foreign 
A source said here today 
that for the past two 
weeks all ‘aportant German 
Army orders have been signed 
by the high command instead 
of by Adolf Hitler, indicating 
that Hitler no longer is active- 
ly directing the Army. 

He still retains the title of 
commander-in-chief, however, 
added the informant. He point- 
ed out that there had been no 
report of Hitler appearing in 
public for a month and said 
there was information that he 
did not attend a general staff 
conference in Berlin last week 
end, 

“This leads to the belief that 
Hitler either has been given an 
ultimatum by his generals, who 
pointed out his military blun- 
ders, or that he has suffered 
one of his hysterical fits and is 
in ill health as a result of his 
Russian reverses,” the inform- 
ant said. 


henchmen against each other. Even 
that, however, does not explain 
away his strange absence from the 
decennial exercises. 


Word of Caution. 


If we assume he is dead, mor- 
tally or seriously ill, or even in an 
abject state of depression, there is 
the danger of our relenting in our 
war effort, of assuming that the 
situation will now take care of it- 
self in Germany. 


Nothing could be more danger- 
ous. For Hitler or no Hitler, for 
a while at least, the Nazi govern- 
ment will run on, at first perhaps 
with an even greater temporary 
fanaticism inspired by the death of 
the Fuehrer and by the attempt of 
the successor, whoever he may be, 
to prove that he is entitled to the 
succession. 


Later, I am firmly convinced, 
there will come a falling-apart of 
the Nazi structure. But that is a 
matter for the future. 

The question has often been 
asked whether Hitler has a double. 
During the 10 or 11 years during 
which I have had an opportunity 
to see Hitler, to observe him at 
close ‘ range, to speak to him, I 
have seen no evidence of a double. 


Difficult Job for Double. 


For one thing, if one stands close 
to him, one cannot but observe 
that he must at one time have had 
very bad teeth which obviously 
were repaired at a much later pe- 
riod of his life. 

Next, there are certain. slight 
mannerisms of speech which even 
the best of doubles would have dif- 
ficulty in imitating. The way he 
puts forward his legs when march- 
ing or walking, too, is peculiar to 
him alone. Nor would a double be 
able to curve his shoulders in ex- 
actly the same manner as nature 
has curved Adolf Hitler. 

Possibly Hitler may have a 
double for purposes of parades and 
marches-past, If so, I have never 
been conscious of that fact. The 
man I saw innumerable times on 
public occasions was always the

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Nogues Defends 
His Resistance 
To U.S. Landings 


Appears Astonished at 
American Criticism 
of His Conduct in 
Morocco.

EN. AUGUSTE NOGUES, 
French Resident General in 
Morocco, still feels that he did 

the only correct thing when he or- 

dered his troops to resist our land- 
ing, and he is surprised to learn 
that his government in Morocco, as 
administered since our landing, has 
been criticised in the United States. 


Gen. Nogues appears to be labor- 
ing under the impression that there 
is nothing wrong with hig admin- 
istration and that such notorious 
collaborationists as Vice Admiral 
Frix Michelier, Commander of the 
French Fleet, who led the resis- 
tance to our landing, have the full 
confidence both of President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill. He indicates that this 
impression was confirmed by con- 
versations during the conference at 
Casablanca where he met the prin- 
cipal delegates. 

Gen. Nogues gave me the im- 
pression that I was giving him red 
hot news during the course of our 
interview, when I pointed out to 
him that he was having an eéx- 
tremely bad press in the United 
States, that the American public 
views opposed the retention of col- 
laborationists in his official cir- 
cles, that the anti-semitic decrees 
stank in the nostrils of Americans, 
that we regarded French resistance 
to our landing as very unfortunate 
and that we resented the measures 
of reprisal which we had taken 
against certain French officials and 
soldiers who had tried to expedite 
that landing, 


‘No Other Course.’ 


A trim, fine figure of a man who 
seems to know what you are going 
to ask him before you open your 
mouth, Gen. Nogues monopolized 
the conversation and absolutely 
blanketed it at moments when the 
questions were coming too fast. 


His explanation of why he or- 
dered Frenchmen to fight Ameri- 
cans, was illustrative of his highly 
non-Anglo-Saxon way of thinking. 

“I came to Africa on one condi- 
tion,” he said. “I came here on the 
absolute understanding that there 
would be no German occupation, 
and I have always said that I 
would defend North Africa against 
the Germans. [I gave my word of 
honor that I would defend it 
against anybody. 

“The Germans did not come here 
because of the understanding that 
I would defend the country against 
anybody. At the moment of the 
American landing, there was no 
other course than to put up a re- 
sistance. When it became evident 
that further resistance was impos- 
sible, I sent an emissary to Vichy 
by plane to say that we had de- 
fended our honor and that now we 
wanted to assist in defeating the 
Germans. On Monday, I called in 
Gen. Wuledth, the German repre- 
sentative, and asked him whether 
in his opinion we had any pos- 
sibility of resisting successfully. He 
replied that we had fought well 
but that our position was hope- 
less.” 

“‘"Now you can see’,” I told him, 
“‘what you have done by taking 
our weapons away. It is entirely 
your fault’.” 

Barred German Troops.

Gen. Rodimtsev’s division, al- 
ready distinguished in the battles 
of Kiev and Tim, celebrated the 
anniversary of its elevation to a 
guards’ unit on Nov, 21, printing 
tickets for the ceremonies with 
the address “Stalingrad’s Sewers.” 
During the January offensive, it 
participated in the fighting in the 
workers’ settlements and first 
made contact with the Don armies 
which broke the ring surrounding 
the Soviets’ Sixty-second Army. 

When the cease firing order was 
given on Feb. 2, it was Gen. Ro- 
dimtsev’s division which marched 
proudly between the derelict walls 
along bompb-pitted Communist 
street, then across the Volga ice, 
its band playing, its men singing 
their own rhythmic, stirring march. 
Interior Fighting. 

Stalingrad’s street fighting can- 
not be compared with Madrid’s. 
There were immensely greater 
numbers of men with more varied 
equipment. Tactics underwent 
rapid development. 

Street fighting actually is a mis- 
nomer. More accurately, it was 
weird interior fighting, much of it 
at night, room-to-room, hallway- 
to-hallway, on each floor of the 
house and finally in the basement. 
Virtually every building in occu- 
pied portions of Stalingrad had to 
be cleared in this stubborn, bitter 
fashion. The Germans in most 
cases fought to a finish. 

“One of our storm units,” Gen. 
Rodimtsev said, “attacked an L- 
shaped building and captured the 
second floor but the Nazis still 
held the first floor. They were 
driven to the basement with gren- 
ades but could not be dislodged. 

“Next we called in sappers who 
cut holes through the floor and 
put flame throwers there. 8till 
that didn’t end the resistance. The 
last resort was simply to put 550 
pounds of explosive in the center 
of the floor.” 

Needless to add, the Nazi garri- 
son still is there. 


Verbal Exchanges. 


This type of fighting, often with 
only a single wall separating the 
enemies, produced verbal exchanges 
almost as savage as the battles. 

“Russ Kaput” was the taunting 
Nazi cry during the early weeks. 
Cold, hunger and _ encirclement 
altered the challenge. 

“T'll trade a rifle for a fur cap,” 
a German once shouted. 

“Make it a tank and we'll talk 
business,” the guardsmen shouted 
back, 

Another Nazi offered to ex- 
change a tommy gun. 

“I'll keep the hat and get your 
tommy gun anyway,” a _ Soviet 
fighter answered. 

In the latter stages when hun- 
ger became the major problem for 
the encircled Nazis, the Soviet 
fighters, who were receiving two 
hot meals daily, found grim en- 
tertainment jn hoisting a loaf of 
bread on a boyonet while the en- 
raged Nazis shot it to bits. 

For this type of fighting the 
Soviet command evolved storm 
groups ranging from five to 30 
men including infantry, tommy 
gunners, sappers and antitank 
riflemen equipped with bayonets, 
hand grenades, flame throwers and 
long, murderous looking antitank 
guns,

T is one of the ironies of modern history that the Nazis who helped 
smash University City at Madrid were defeated in Stalingrad by 
the man who first learned street fighting with the Spanish Re 


Then a Captain, Alexander Rodimtsev served one year in Spain 
Now, at 38 years of age, he is a Major General com- 
manding the most renowned of the Red Army’s rapidly growing list 


The guardsmen of this sandy-haired, blue-eyed commander crossed 
the Volga under fire the first night of the Stalingrad battle and 
were thrown immediately into the city’s center, where the Nazi 
threat was most serious. They met a new onslaught on Sept. 17 and 
another on Sept, 22, when the Nazis hurled 100 tanks along two 
narrow ravines but were beaten back. 


To deal with enemy tanks, the 
Soviet fighters developed a strat- 
egy requiring the coolest kind of 
nerves. The tanks were simply 
permitted to make thelr way 
through the Soviet lines when 
necesgary. The infantry, which 
normally followed them, was cut 
off and destroyed by tommy gun- 
ners while tank specialists went to 
work, ‘ 

Tanks Handicapped. 

The Germans early learned the 
impossibility of maneuvering the 
largest tank in cramped city quar- 
ters. The Soviet antitank rifle is 
adequate to deal with medium 
tanks, particularly when it can 
fire from the flanks or rear. It is 
Stalingrad’s equivalent of “don’t 
shoot till you see the whites of 
their eyes.” 

The Soviet command relied very 
little on tanks for the defense of 
Stalingrad partly because’ the 
great offensives to the North were 
being prepared, partly because 
they early discovered that the 
craters left by Nazi bombs made 
their adequate use difficult. 

The Germans themselves were 
compelled largely to abandon tanks 
of any size within the city as a 
— of the activity of Nazi avia- 

on, 

Artillery played a much larger 
role than armor. Guns up to 76 
millimeters — so-called divisional 
artillery — followed the storm 
groups directly into action, often 
firing over open sights. When 
hand-to-hand combats occurred 
after dark, the artillerists used 
daylight for the systematic de 
struction of Nazi strong points of 
defense. 

Heavy caliber Soviet guns and 
mortars were left on the Eastern 
bank of the Volga for the entire 
siege, where they could hammer 
the Nazis’ rear relatively unham- 
pered by Nazi interference. The 
river which caused so much heart- 
break and difficulty in other re- 
spects was in this regard a great 
advantage. 


Used Open Radio. 


Keeping in touch with the storm 
groups operating in various sec 
tions of the City was another dif- 
ficult problem, Wide use was ap- 
parently made of the open radio 
for staff orders to anything smaller 
than a division. It was also found 
that telephone lines nearest to the 
front were most reliable. 

The opposing troops were so 
closely locked together that Nazi 
bombs and shells could not be 
greatly used on the front lines for 
fear of wiping out thelr own 
forces, 

For the moment this type of 
fighting seems to play a smaller 
role. The Soviet offensive is mov- 
ing too rapidly but when the Nazis 
decide to make a last-ditch stand 
similar to that in Stalingrad or to 
undertake new offensives, which 
the Soviet command confidently 
expects they will do, it will again 
come to the fore. 

When it does there will be this 
important difference. The Red 
Army now contains whole armies 
trained in the world’s most exact- 
ing postgraduate clinical course of 
street fighting—Stalingrad. The 
Nazi units best achooled in this 
technique either have been wiped 
out or imprisoned as a result of 


their experience. 


fended its “honor” by fighting us 
beforehand. 

“If we had not fought, four- 
fifth of the Army would not have 
marched with you against the Ger- 
mans,” he declared, He pointed out 
by way of proof, that the Seventh

“If 
we had not fought, the Germans 
would have come,” Nogues de 
clared. He did not. explain just 
how the Germans could have 
gotten to Morocco if they had been 
{nvited. 

Gen. Nogues denied the popular 
reports that Admiral Michelier had 
deceived him by telling him just 
before our attack that our ulti- 
matum was a bluff and that our 
fleet was nowhere in the neighbor- 
hood. He described this as “a de 
Gaullist rumor.” 


“I knew nothing about the size 
of your force until it appeared and 
it was self-evident, of course, that 
it was very powerful,” he said. 


Friends of Allies Freed. 


When the conversation turned to 
the subject of the treatment meted 


out to our friends and our avowed 


enemies, following our landing, 
Gen. Nogues appeared astonished. 
Most of our friends who had been 
arrested were released within a 
week, he indicated. He did agree 
that M. Burgere, former vice-presi- 
dent of the Anciens Combattants, 
had been sent to the Sahara and 
kept theré. But he described him 
as a special kind of troublemaker, 
who had sown dissention among 
the troops, and said that in any 
case he was having him released so 
that he could be mobilized and sent 
to the front. 

Somehow or other, I was unable 
to mention the list of five members 
of the staff of Gen. Bethouard, our 
principal. collaborator, who tried 
to stage a coup d'etat on the 
night of our landing. All five of 
these officers had been transferred 
to the sticks but somehow or other 
I was not able to interrupt. 


When I suggested to Gen. Nogues 
that Admiral Michelier would 
probably have to leave his present 
position because of his notorious 
antagonism to us, the General 
seemed shocked. Michelier, he 
said, enjoyed his confidence and 
the confidence of Gen. Henri Gi- 
raud (North African high commis- 
sioner) and he had appeared per- 
fectly acceptable to leaders of the 
American and British Government 
at the Casablanca conference. 
While there was bound to be some 
tension between the American and 
French naval people because of the

Redistricting Proposal 
Would Replace Demo- 
cratic Gerrymander 
Now 42 Years Old. 


BASED ON SHIFTS 
TO URBAN AREAS 


Measure Would Allot 
County Two Seats and 
Kansas City Four In- 


stead of Two.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13. — 
An equitable Senatorial redistrict- 
ing of Missouri to replace the 
Democratic gerrymander which 
has been in existence for 42 years, 
will be proposed in a bill to be in- 
troduced in the Legislature within 
eae few days by Senator Joseph A. 
Falzone, Republican, of St. Louis 
County, and Senator Paul C. Jones, 
Democrat, of Dunklin County. 


Under the plan, which is subject 
to possible revision by the authors 
before introduction and possible 
' extensive revisions by the Legisla- 

ture after introduction, St. Louis 
would be accorded seven Senators 
instead of six, St. Louis County two 
Senators instead of having to share 
one with Franklin and Gasconade 
Counties, and Jackson County 
(Kansas City), four instead of two. 

The shift in population from the 
rural districts to urban centers and 
the natural growth of population, 
since the present districts were 
Jaid out, have resulted in wide dis- 
parity of population between the 
districts. 


Disparities Shown. 

The variance in population of 
the present districts is 274,794 be- 
tween the extremes, Senator Wil- 
liam M. Quinn of the present 
Twelfth district .zp - -nting only 
45,718 persons, while Senator Fal- 
zone in the Twenty-fifth represents 
320,512. The variance between the 
extremes in the proposed district- 
ing is 45,301, between 91,814 in 
the proposed Seventeenth district 
in Southeast Missouri, and the av- 
erage of 137,115 for each of the 
two districts proposed for St. Louis 
County. 

Many difficulties beset any plan 
for redistricting by the Legislature, 
personal intcrests of the legislators 
conflicting frequently. Even in 1921 
when the Republicans controlled 
both the Senate and the House, the 
members were unable to agree 
on a bill. It may be even more 
difficult this year with the Re- 
publicans controlling the House 
and the Senate evenly divided. — 

With a reduction in the number 
of rural districts, it has been 
found impossible in several in- 
stances to avoid putting two of 
the present Senators in the same 
new district and still comply with 
the constitutional requirements 
that districts shall consist of con- 
tiguous counties, shall be as nearly 
equal in population as possible and 
that county lines may not be di- 
vided in forming the districts. 

Possible Changes. 

In other cases a Democratic 
Senator now representing a strong 
Democratic district, in which he 
would be virtually certain of re- 
election, is placed in a district very 
close politically, where he would 
not be at all certain. For in- 
stance, Senator Emery W. Allison 
of Rolla, now in a Democratic 
district, is placed in one which 
frequently goes Republican. 

The present districts were 
framed with the clear intention of 
giving the Democrats control of 
the Senate in each Legislature. So 
well did the designers carry out 
their purpose, that only once since 
the districts were formed in 1901, 
have the Republicans controlled 
the Senate. That was in 1921, fol- 
lowing the Harding landslide of 
1920. Although the Republicans 
carried the State for President in 
1904, 1908, 1920, 1924 and 1928, they 
were able to get a majority of the 
Senators only in 1921. 

A check of the political history 
of the districts, as they are set out 
in the proposed districting bill, in- 
dicates that political advantage 
has-been ignored. If the proposed 
districting had been in effect dur- 
ing the past four years, the present 
Senate probably would consist of 
18 Republicans and 16 Democrats, 
but with one of the districts very 
close. 

Proposed Arrangement.

“The tragic mistake made in 
1933-1937, of spending only a frac- 
tion of the amount necessary to 
re-emplvy all who were unem- 
ployed in that period,” he said, 
“must not be repeated. After the 
war, appropriations for public 
works must not be limited by the 
discredited theory of priming the 
industrial pump. Public works can 
‘prime the pump’ in the sense that 
so long as they are continued 
they cause an increase in private 
business and private employment. 
After the stimulus of public works 
is withdrawn, however, private in- 
dustry cannot continue at the pace 
that it has artificially acquired. 
Pump Won't Stay Primed Unless— 

‘Even if the Government were 
to put into operation a program 
of public works so large that all 
the unemployed found either pub- 
lic or private jobs, private indus- 
try alone would not be able to 
continue this happy condition. 
The reason is to be found in the 
bad distribution, in the fact that 
the owners of capital still would 
receive more than they could spend 
and that labor would obtain less 
than it would like to spend. In 
other words, the industrial pump 
would not stay primed, unless cap- 
ital received less and labor more 
than under the present distribu, 
tion, 


“To be sure, when and if pri- 
vate industry brings about a bet- 
ter distribution of purchasing pow- 
er than any that we have known 
under the ‘free enterprise’ system; 
when and if the masters of our 
industrial system come to realize 
that full employment cannot be 
maintained unless more of the na- 
tional income is spent for con- 
sumption of goods and less of it 
saved for unprofitable or impos- 
sible investment; when and if 
they reach the conclusion that cap- 
ital must be content with less, 
while labor and the farmers re- 
ceive more, of the national prod-

uct than has been the case in the 
past—then public spending to em- 
ploy the unemployed can safely 
be brought to an end. Until this 
remote and improbable contingency 
arrives, government will have to 
maintain a public works program 
of sufficient magnitude to pro- 
vide a job for every person who 
cannot find a remunerative place 
in private industry.” 


If this policy should be put into 
effect, the speaker continued, labor 
would benefit greatly, for full em- 
ployment would mean good wages 
and adequate opportunity for labor 
organization, and the possibility 
that Congress would wipe out la- 
bor’s recent legislative gains would 
be negligible. 


Incompatible Attitudes. 


“Such an attitude toward labor,” 
he explained, “could not exist side 
by side with the economic and po- 
litical philosophy implied in a pro- 
gram of Federal spending to pro- 
vide full employment, any more 
than a generous attitude toward 
labor and labor unions is compati- 
ble with the economic and political 
theories cherished by the cham- 
pions of ‘free enterprise.’ The two 
attitudes and the two philosophies 
are mutually exclusive.” 

If he were required to bet on the 
question of which philosophy would 
prevail, Msgr. Ryan said, he would 
offer even money on either side. 


Of this, however, he was certain: 
that the millions of returning sol- 
diers and sailors would not be 
“fooled by the old claptrap con- 
cerning ‘rugged individualism’ and 
‘American equality,’” but, with 
their knowledge of the unlimited 
productive capacity of this country, 
as shown by the war, would “de- 
mand the opportunity to earn by 
honest labor a decent amount of 
that enormous potential product.” 


Much depended, he concluded, on 
the “middle classes.” Unless they 
acquired “a greater amount of re- 
alistic economic intelligence than 
they now possess,” they might tip 
the election scales in favor of put- 
ting the “free enterprisers” in con- 
trol of postwar reconstruction. 

“From such a calamity,” he 
prayed, “may the good Lord de- 
liver us!”

Gen. Nogues felt that 
11,000 people were few considering 
Morocco’s native population of 
eight million. In any case, he said, 
he had never been an anti-semite 
and was revoking the decrees as 
far as was possible without arous- 
ing feeling among the Arabs.

ALLIED EFFORTS 
TO BEAT U-BOATS 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT

HE submarine problem is the 
most immediately pressing and 
urgent question demanding so- 
lution by the military chiefs of the 
United Nations, 


The reason can be stated very se 


simply: 
feated until the full power of the 
United States can be thrown 
against it, and that cannot be done 
until the sea lanes are cleared—or 
at least it cannot be done without 
grievous loss, and what is perhaps 
worse (for it leads to still further 
losses) grievous waste of time. 
As for the Pacific, all that we 
do there depends on shipping, and 
though there are no German U- 
boats to contend with and the Jap- 
anese submarines have proved 


| relatively ineffective, the enormous 
| distances make disproportionately 


high demands on tonnage, even for 
the “limited objective” operations 
to which we have so far confined 
ourselves in that area. If we are 
to expand our Pacific offensives 
in scope and area, we shall need 
more ships and yet more ships. 

The enemy does not hope to win 
this war with his U-boats; but he 
does hope to make it so costly for 
us, and to protract it over'‘so great 
a period, that we shall sicken of 
the slaughter and make terms with 
him, The best and surest way to 
disappoint him of that last flick- 
ering hope is to deal adequately 
with the instrument on which it 
depends, the submarine. 

There are various methods to be 
used for this purpose. Not all of 
them can be discussed publicly, 
but most of them are well enough 
known in principles. Air attacks 
on submarine bases do not de- 
stroy the heavily protected con- 
crete-roofed docks, or the sub- 
marines in them, but do damage 
the repair facilities, storage ware- 
house, barracks for crews, rail- 
ways, and oil tanks. 

Air attacks on factories and 
shipyards have their due effect, 
but seem unlikely to be decisive by 
themselves. Commando raids on 
bases, such as that at Saint Na- 
zaire, will be useful just in pro- 
portion to the length of time that 
physical possession of the base can 
be retained; it must be held long 
enough for the demolition squads 
to do their work thoroughly. 

But the direct protection of 
merchant shipping in convoy re- 
mains the principal means avail- 
able for fighting the submarie. 
For this purpose surface and air 
convoy escorts are needed. Air 
escort requires bases, which must 
be improved, extended and pro- 
tected. In the mid-Atlantic, where 
air escort and patrol from shore 
bases is more difficult, floating 
bases (converted airplane carriers) 
are needed in much larger num- 
bers than are yet available. 

As for escort ships (destroyers 
and corvettes) these are not yet 
available in sufficient numbers 
either. Probably we have not yet 
half as many in the Atlantic as we 
ought to have. We are getting 
more, but production is being im- 
peded by the demands on materia 
and facilities for other purposes, 
most of which cannot be translated 
into useful action against the 
enemy until the U-boat problem 
has been dealt with. This saitu- 
ation is now in course of correc- 
tion. 

What is really required is not 
only escort ships of adequate 
speed, armament and sea-keeping 
qualities, in adequate numbers, but 
trained groups of escort ships 
manned by officers and men who 
have been trained to work together 
as a fighting team against the sub- 
marines. 

With every large convoy, there 
should be enough escort ships so 
that, in case of attack, a certain 
number can remain with the con- 
voy, while others are detached to 
deal with the submarines, to stay 
with them and track them, keep 
them below the surface, and even- 
tually destroy them. It is only by 
this type of offensive-defensive ac- 
tion that a convoy can be properly 
protected, and it is quite obviously 
not properly protected if it must 
be left defenseless in order that the 
submarines which first show 
themselves may be hunted down. 

Of course, the ideal situation is 
reached when, in addition to a full- 
sized surface escort, each convoy 
can have a small carrier whose 
planes can work directly with the 
destroyers and corvettes of the 
surface escort, all functioning to- 
gether under a single escort com- 
mander. 

But even this is not enough. Be- 
sides all the ships needed for these 
various purposes, and the smaller 
and slower vessels adequate for 
coastal escort and inshore patrol, 
we must have enough big, fast, 
rugged destroyers to form “killer 
groups,” to be stationed at prop- 
erly situated bases commanding the 
whole of the area of sea to be pro- 
tected. The task of these groups 
is to proceed to any point at which 
enemy submarines are reported, 
and to hunt the U-boat to the fin- 
ish. 

These killer groups can best 
perform their functions in conjunc- 
tion with long-range patrol air- 
craft, whose duty it is to find the 
submarines and direct the killer 
group to the spot, 

We are preparing to do all this, 
but for the next few months, as the 
weather clears and more U-boats 
appear, we must expect a rising 
curve of losses. The remedies are 
in sight, and progress is being 
made; we shall beat the U-boat as 
we shall beat every other weapon 
and effort of the enemy. But as 
in sO many other cases, we shall 
have to pay heavily for our lack of 
forehanded preparation.

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armor. In a duel between the two, 
it is simply a question of hitting.” 
Army Ordnance has standardized 
three types of tank destroyers, 
carrying respectively 37 and 75 
millimeter field pieces and the 105 
howitzer. Heavier calibers, up to 
150 millimeters, are in prospect. 


The 105 howitzer was “married” 
to the chassis of a medium tank, 
and this vehicle made its debut at 
El Alamein. American factories 
turned out the combination at top 
speed, in reply to a hurry call from 
Egypt. Transports rushed the new 
destroyers over thousands of miles 
of land and sea. Desert modifica- 
tions were made en route on the 
last stage of the journey. The 
vehicles arrived with just enough 
margin for the training of British 
gun crews. Then they rolled up 
to the front. 
First Day at El Alamein. 

On the first day of El Alamein 
and the days that followed, related 
the War Department statement 
on self-propelled artillery, the 
“Priests” played a notable part “in 
the smashing attack that drove 


‘Rommel back from the approaches 


of Alexandria and sent him reeling 
in retreat through Libya.” One 
incident is told as follows: 


“A fast, light tank carrying the 
forward observer left the column 
and darted ahead. Behind a crest 
the regiment (of 24 tank destroyers) 
deployed and went into position. 
No time was lost. Every vehicle 
contained its gun crew and ammu- 
nition. From each telephone wire 
was unreeled and connected to the 
switchboard of the executive offi- 
cer’s armored car. Should the 
wire be shot out, there was a ra- 
dio beside the gunner. 


“Back from the observer came a 
radio report of a target—an enemy 
tank assembly at a point several 
thousand yards beyond the crest. 
That it could not be seen from the 
gun position did not matter. These 
were howitzers with high-angle 
fire especially adapted to indirect 
laying. 

“Data were figured, phoned to 
the guns and sgt, Vire! Shells 
soared over the crest and burst. 
Again the observer's voice over the 
radio—so many yards left, so many 
short. Corrections were made. 
The howitzers spoke again. This 
time there were target hits. Now 
all the guns blasted away with 
volleys that crashed into the mass 
of German tanks and put them out 
of action. Before enemy counter- 
batteries could control them, the 
swift self-propelleds sped away to 
a new position.” 


Bruce Texas A. & M. Graduate. 


Gen. Bruce, whose _ doctrines 
were put into effect in the attack 
described above and many similar 
ones, was born in St. Louis on 
Sept. 14, 1894, and is therefore 48 
years old. He was graduated in 
1916 from the Agricultural & Me- 
chanical College of Texas. He is 
not a West Pointer, but entered 
World War I in June, 1917, with 
a regular Army commission as a 
Second Lieutenant of infantry. 

With a machine gun battalion, 
he saw service in the Chateau- 
Thierry sector, and the Aisne- 
Marne, St. Mihiel and Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensives. He was cited for 
extraordinary heroism in action 
near Vierzy, and later won the 
Distinguished Service Cross. He 
was also decorated with the Pur- 
ple Heart and Legion of Honor, 
and twice with the Croix de Guerre 
with gold star. 


“On the night of July 18-19, 
1918,” relates the Distinguished 
Service Cross citation, “he made 
& personal reconnaissance ahead 
of his troops, through heavy flank- 
ing machine gun fire. He pushed 
forward through heavy artillery 
and machine gun fire to keep in 
contact with all his platoon. On 
Oct. 3-4, 1918, he. made a personal 
reconnaissance through heavy 
shell fire and continued sniping, 
and gained information which en- 
abled him to place his battalion 
well and cover an exposed flank.” 

Student at Service Schools. 
Bruce had risen to Lieutenant 
Colonel (temporary) on the battle- 
field, but afterward reverted to 
the rank of First Lieutenant. He 
chose the Army as a career, and 
became an inveterate student at 
service schools. Among those from 
which he was graduated are .the 
Field Artillery School at Fort Sill, 
the Command and General Staff 
School at Leavenworth, the Army

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public health, education, and trans- 
portation. 

He contrasted the old pest house, 
once. government’s only contribu- 
tion to public health, with the mod- 
ern medical and hospital facilities 
available to all, He remembered 
that when he first went to college 
there were only two boys in Em- 
poria who started college that year. 
This year there were 200, 


He remembered how he stood 
enviously on the hot sidewalk as 
a young man and watched his boss 
ride up the long hill away from 
the office in a surrey with a fringe 
around the top, drawn by a fine 
bay horse. He contrasted this 
with the age of the cheap automo- 
bile, good roads, and the 40-hour 
week. Every man in his office 
now, he said, has an automobile, 
and at least one-third of them are 
as good or better automobiles than 
his own. 

“The man who can pay $35 for 
an old jalopy and use it to ride all 
over the countryside after his 40- 
hour week is a better, happier 
man, compared to his boss, than I 
was when I stood on that hot side- 
walk and watched the boss ride up 
the hill in his surrey with a fringe 
around it and literally hated his 
guts with envy,” he went on. 

Long but Gentle Jumps. 

“These are long jumps. It’s 
been done gently, but firmly, by 
using taxation to distribute income, 
and I’m all for it, 

“I’m the boss now, and I pay the 
taxes, but I get mine out of it. The 
more that fellow in the jalopy has 
to spend, the more I get, and that 
goes whether I’m running a store, 
or a law office, or preaching in a 
pulpit, or editing a newspaper. The 
less he must spend for the social 
services government provides, the 
more comes into my till. 

“Of course, we have no impreg- 
nable fortress. Social welfare is a 
damn tenuous thing. Some day, 
maybe, it’s going to break down, 
whether it crashes with unemploy- 
ment or inflation. That's where 
I’m afraid of the barricades, 

“But there’a too much common 
sense, and too little emotional tn- 
stability in this country to render 
the danger of collapse irreparable.” 

The circumstance that most of 
his years‘and day-to-day efforts 
have been devoted to the little 
prairie town of Emporia, and the 
wider prairie that is Kansas in no 
wise limits the scope of White's 
thinking. When he was telling 
Kansas what was the matter with 
it—the editorial which made him 
famous at the age of 28 was called 
“What's the Matter With Kan- 
sas?” ..,. he was thinking of what 
was the matter with the nation and 
the world. He told Kansas it 
ought to raise more corn and less 
hell. The same thought, mutatis 
mutandis, could solve many prob- 
lems in a wider sphere. White 
thinks of Kansas,as a microcosm 
which embodies all that is Amer- 
ica. 


Barometer of the Country. 

“It’s the low barometer of the 
country,” he said. “When any- 
thing’s going to happen in this 
country it happens first in Kansas. 
Abolition, prohibition, Populism, 
the Bull Moose, the exit of the 
roller towel—these things came 
popping out of Kansas like bats 
out of hell. Sooner or later other 
states take up these things, and 
then Kansas goes on breeding oth- 
er troubles. Why, nobody seems 
to know.” 

Looking beyond the domestic 
scene and at the problems of the 
world in general, White does not 
have the same serene confidence 
that he has in America’s future. 
He ‘doesn’t see, for instance, how 
the Western democratic powers can 
achieve in this war any victory 
which will prevent Middle Europe 


the Naval War College at New- 
port.

His 
subsequent promotions have all 
been temporary. He became a Col- 
onel on Dec. 23, 1941; a Brigadier 
General on Feb. 16, 1942, and a 
Major General on Sept. 9, 1942.

As Gen, McNair broadly hinted, 
the Army may have bigger things 
for him in view.

“Congratulations on reaching 
the three-quarter mark,” the 
President telegraphed. “I hope 
that during the next 25 years 
you will be with me all the time, 
instead of only three and one 
half years out of four. 

“IT think that in a quarter of 
a century the firm of White and 
Roosevelt might be able to bring 
the four freedoms at least to 
this nation of ours.”

from plunging into revolution. 

“We may wake up some fine 
morning early in 1944.” he said, 
“and find that famine and cold 
and economic collapse have - pro- 
duced a wave of Bolshevism 
through the Balkans and what we 
used to call Pan-Slavia, and, what 
I fear }worse, Germany. 

“There is the danger of victory 
—not that Moseow will have to go 
to Berlin in blood and terror, but 
that Berlin will pick up the Red 
banner and march to Moscow. Ill 
bet you that Joe Stalin will never 
sit down at the peace table with 
anybody. 

“Why should Old Joe sit down 
at the peace table with the United 
Nations? A fat chance we'd have 
of de-Bolshevizing central Europe. 
All we could do would be to rescue 
the Western countries for democ 
racy—from Norway to Gibraltar. 

“But, I repeat,—and make a note 
of this: ‘In politics the most stupid 
blunder is prophecy.’” 


“Moral Intelligence.” 

White is afraid that ag victors 
the democracies won't have the 
“moral intelligence” required to 
win the peace, He thinks that eiti- 
zens of every free country must 
sacrifice some of their advantages 
for the larger good of a free world, 
and that this generation is not 
ready to make those sacrifices. 

“It may’ take another war,” he 
said, “to hammer into the normally 
selfish hearts of even those who 
aspire for freedom for themselves 
the fact that the shield of liberty 
has two sides—the love of liberty 
on one side, and the duties that 
liberty demands. Liberty is some- 
thing a man may not hold for his 
own, except as he shares it with 
his brothers. 

“But if the free nations of the 
earth can even begin an effort, if 
they can set up the framework of 
some kind of peace based on eco- 
nomic justice that will save the 
world from war for at least a 
generation, all that the war has 
cost will be worth while. Men in 
another generation may be pre 
pared to extend the blessings of 
liberty at their own expense to 
those less favored than them- 
selves.” 

Back before the war there was 
an organization known as the Com- 
mittee to Defend America by Aid- 
ing the Allies, or, more familiarly, 
the William Allen White Commit- 
tee, because he founded it. There 
was another group, known as 
America First, which took the op- 
posite position. Protagonists of 
the White Committee called the 
America First group “isolationists,” 
and the America First people spoke 
of the White Committee as “inter- 
ventionists.” White was asked 
what, in retrospect, he thought now 
of the two groups. 

“One was just as healthy as the 
other,” he responded quickly. “I 
have no regrets, and I hope the 
America First people don’t, either, 
What they did was to get people 
to discuss and understand two 
points of view, each as honest as 
the other. Those committees 
evolved out of the need, They set 
up a vehicle through which like- 
minded people could make them- 
selves felt.” 

But, he added, he thought neither 
one of them had done much to 
change the course of events. It 
was suggested that in this, as in 
other affairs, he seemed to be 
pretty much a fatalist. 

“You know,” the answer came 
quickly, “I’ve had so much good 
luck, that I just can’t conceive of 
anything but a kind of benevolent 
evolutionary fatalism that controls 


man’s destiny.”

Six. Months as iilsenens of Japs 


Newly Appointed Episcopal Rector 


and Family at Cape Girardeau Are 
Fighting Way Back to Health After 


the Horrors of Their Internment 


WHEN THE HIGGINSES REACHED 

THE PARADE GROUND, THE JAPS 

WERE ALREADY MARCHING OFF 
GROUPS OF PRISONERS.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., 
Feb. 13. 


FTER six months of staring 
A ccat by slow starvation 

squarely in the face as pris- 
oners of the Japanese, the Rev. 
Mr. Charles A. Higgins, his wife, 
Mary and their 2'%-year-old son, 
Charles Tyng, are now fighting 
their way back to health in this 
quiet little town of Cape Girar- 
deau. Newly appointed rector of 
Christ Church here, the Rev. and 
Mrs. Higgins can now’‘look back on 
the horrors of their internment as 
a six-months-long bad dream. But 
it is a nightmare that will never 
be forgotten. 


“When beri-beri symptons  be- 
gan to show up and you recog- 
nized them as the sure signs of 
death by slow starvation, that real- 
ization was even worse than the 
hunger pangs themselves,” the Rev. 
Mr. Higgins said to this reporter 
yesterday. “And as a matter of 
fact, after our stomachs became ac- 
customed to the ration of two 
tablespoons of rice and a spoonful 
of Chinese greens a day, the hun- 
ger was not unbearable. But then 
came dysentery and the dreaded 
beri-beri. Conditions in the intern- 
ment camp were unbelievable. Even 
a Japanese doctor, member of a 
medical commission sent to in- 
vestigate conditions, admitted that 
he would never have believed such 
a condition could exist unless he 
had seen it with his own eyes.” 


At the time he and his family 
were captured by the Japanese, the 
Rev. Mr. Higgins was on furlough 
after five years of mission work in 
rural Chinese provinces. He had 
booked passage for himself, wife 
and baby. to return to this country 
on Feb. 26 and in the meantime 
had taken over the duties of rector 
at St. John’s Cathedral at Hong- 
kong. But wien the Japanese at- 
tacked Pearl Harbor all hope of 
escape was gone. 

“Qur first air-raid alarm went 
off at ten minutes to eight in the 
morning in Hongkong,” Mrs. Hig- 
gins, an intensely vital and in- 
telligent young woman said in de- 
scribing the events of the 18-day 
siege that ended in the fall of 
Hongkong on Christmas Day. 
“Then there was another air-raid 
alarm at noon and when we rushed 
to the window of our apartment on 
the peak overlooking the harbor 
we could see the Jap planes dive- 
bombing a launch in which mis- 
sionaries on an island in the har- 
bor were trying to escape.” 

On Monday the Higgins apart- 
ment was commandeered by the 
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Hongkong British Polite and the 
family was given two hours in 
which to store all their possessions 
in one room of the apartment and 
get out. They moved to the flat 
of the Cathedral secretary in the 
lower part of town and the Rev. 
Mr. Higgins took a job driving an 
ambulance for the Queen Mary 
Hospital. 


“We would go down to the ware- 
houses on the waterfront in broad 
daylight for rice and beans and 
flour,” the Rev. Mr. Higgins ex- 
plained. “There were no back 
doors to these warehouses and 
everything had to be taken out the 
front door which opened onto a 
broad concrete apron. The Japs 
were sitting right across the har- 
bor and we had to take the stuff 
out under fire from their trench 
mortars. But they were careful 
not to set the warehouses filled 
with food stuffs on fire. They 
knew they wculd get the food any- 
way.” 


After the fourth or fifth day of 
the siege, Hongkong was in semi- 
darkness from the smoke of build- 
ings on fire from direct hits from 
Japanese bombers, 

“But,” says the Rev. Mr. 
gins, “the Japs chose very 
fully just what buildings 
wanted to hit.” 
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Hig- 
care- 
they 


housekeeping in the small flat 

and tried to stretch available 
food to feed the mouths of eight 
Americans, eight Chinese, her own 
and two Chinese babies, now occu- 
pying the flat, her husband drove 
his ambulance for the Government 
hospital. On Christmas day he 
preached his last sermon at the 
Cathedral. A Hongkong banker 
rounded up some toys and played 
Santa Claus to the children in the 
Higgins flat, and then the news 
came that Hongkong had fallen to 
the Japanese. 


W rouse Mrs. Higgins attempted 


“The Japs came into our section 
on the 26th and took over in com- 
paratively good order,” the Rev. 
Mr. Higgins says, “but generally 
speaking there was a terrific three- 
day celebration. The Chinese 
started looting as soon as the Brit- 
ish police were disarmed and the 
Japs celebrated riotously for three 
days.” 


When the Japs came into the 
lower part of Hongkong, the Hig- 
gins were once again ousted from 
their apartment and the night of 
the 26th they spent sleeping in the 
wreckage of a bombed building, 
but the next day were allowed to 


move back into their flat through ° 
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the intervention of the Argentine 
consul. 


“At 10 a. m. on the morning of 
Jan. 5 we were notified that we 
were to be interned and ordered to 
be at the Murray parade ground 
at noon,’ Mrs, Higgins said, recall- 
ing the second time they were to 
be further stripped of their posses- 
sions. “The parade ground was a 
mile away and we could only take 
what we could carry and hang 
around our necks. We found an 
old golf bag and stuffed it with 
what few cans of canned goods we 
had left, mostly condensed milk for 
the baby. I carried a roll of bed- 
ding around my neck, the baby in 
one arm and in the other an oil- 
cloth bag with the baby’s silver 
cup, his fork and spoon, and a few 
presents from his godparents. 
Charles carried bedding around his 
neck, too, and a couple of suitcases 
into which we stuffed the things 
we thought we would need the 
most.” 

When the Higginses reached the 
parade ground, the Japs were al- 
ready marching off groups of pris- 
oners. They fell into a group that 
was taken to the New Asia Hotel, 
a worse than third-rate hostelry, 
cut up into little cubicles, and orig- 
inally intended for 50 Orientals. 
Into these quarters 114 of the 2700 
American, British and Dutch na- 
tionals interned by the Japs were 
herded. 


“Charles and the baby and I and 
the man who had played Santa 
Claus were forced to share a cu- 
bicle about 6 by 10 feet,” Mrs. Hig- 
gins explains. “There was a three- 
quarters bed, and so Charles and 
Santa Claus had to sleep on the 
floor. There were no windows in 
the cubicle, and what made things 
worse was that we were next door 
to a bathroom from which there 
emanated an unbearable stench. 
We spent 17 days in this hole, and 
for the first 30 hours were given 
nothing to eat. Weourselves were 
afraid to eat what we had man- 
aged to bring along, because we 
were afraid we would need it to 
keep the baby alive.” 

For one-half hour in the morn- 
ing and one-half hour in the aft- 
ernoon, the water in the bathroom 
was turned on, but the Japanese 
gave no notice which half-hour 
they had chosen. The plumbing 
choked and ran over on the floors. 
Drinking water was rationed to 
one-half pint per person per day. 
And eventually after 30 hours of 
no food at all, rations of five 
and one-half ounces of rice per 
person per day were allowed. 
There were no stoves on which to 
cook the rice in the hotel, and in- 
ternees cooked in tin cans over

bonfires made on the fire escape. 
For fuel they used what furniture 
could be found in the hotel. 


“Eventually we discovered that 
there was a stove on another floor 
of the hotel in the apartment of 
the former manager,” Mrs. Hig- 
gins said. “We finally obtained 
permission to leave our floor for. 


cooking privileges, and that trio. 


from floor to floor was our only 
exercise.” 


After 17 days of being cooped up 
in the 6-by-10 cubicle, the Hig- 
ginses along with other. members 
of their group were marched to 
the pier, herded into a steam 
launch and taken around the is- 
land to Stanley Peninsula where 
the worst fighting of the war had 
taken place. There in buildings 
that had been looted, shelled and 
bombed, they joined the colony of 
2700 American, British and Dutch 
nationals imprisoned by the Japa- 
nese. 

x * * 
HE Higginses new home was a 
+ room 10 by 12 feet. They shared 
it with two other people. And 
there hegan the second lap of the 
long struggle against death by slow 
starvation, a struggle that was not 


to end until the last days of June 


of last year when the United States 
effected an exchange of prisoners 
with the Japanese. 

Doctors interned in the group at 
Stanley estimated that the _ in- 
ternees were getting fewer than 
1000 calories of food a day. Dys- 
entery laid low one-fourth of the 
camp’s population and symptoms 
of the dread beri-beri began to be 
noticed. Food obsessed the popu- 
lation at Stanley to the point of 
insanity. Even those who had 
been among the most wealthy and 
ruling class in Hongkong scrabbled 
in garbage cans for food. 

In a community kitchen where 
the Higgins family cooked with 34 
other internees, cooking was done 
in tin cans because the supply of 
food Was so small that a larger 
cooking utensil would cause waste. 

“We could not afford to waste 
even the tiniest grain of rice that 
might stick to the bottom of the 
pan,” Mrs. Higgins explained. 
“Charles was the first American in 
the colony to contract dysentery. 
Then he began to feel the first 
signs of beri-beri—a sort of tight- 
ening of the leg muscles, then a 
swelling of the ankles. It was like 
a nightmare.” 

To save young Charles Tyng, 
then only 17 months old, from _de- 
veloping  beri-beri, his parents 
stinted themselves on food, but the 
baby Charles grew for seven 
months without gaining a pound. 

In the barren spaces of the Stan- 
ley internment camp, little vege- 
table gardens were anxiously 
planted and tended. Weeds were 
not common, but what grew were 
promptly gobbled up for vege- 
tables. 

At the end of the third month 
of internment when beri-beri cases 
were spring up at an alarming rate 
and when illness in the camp 
threatened wholesale death, the 
Chinese quisling supervisor was 
removed and through the new 
supervisor the internees obtained 
permission for their friends in 
Hongkong to send them “presents.” 
Rations were also “increased’”—to 
include flour, alive with weevils. 
But even the permission to receive 
“presents” did not materially aid 
the internees, for in Hongkong 
their friends were having almost 
as"much difficulty as they in ob- 
taining food. In Hongkong the 
police were keeping close watch on 
the markets to prevent the sale of 
human flesh. 

Although the addition of the 
weevily flour to the food ration 
brought up the calorie content of 
the diet, it added nothing in the 
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way of health-giving vitamins. 
More than 15 per cent of the camp 
had beri-beri or pellagra. 

“The most marvelous present we 
ever received in our whole life,” 
Mrs. Higgins says, “was a two- 
pound package of cream of wheat, 
sent by a friend of ours in Hong- 
kong. Perhaps that cream of 
wheat saved our baby’s life.” 

During the six-months’ intern- 
ment, the Rev. Mr. Higgins lost 35 
pounds and Mrs. Higgins lost 36. 
Young Charles Tyng grew in 
height, but maintained the same 
weight, largely because out of their 
meager rations, his parents saved 
for him the most nutritious por- 
tions. 


Near the end of the internment, | 


the clothing problem also became 
acute. Even the wealthiest women 
were reduced to wearing burlap 
bags, flour sacks, curtains, sheets 
and towels in place of their worn- 
out dresses. Men wore their wives 
cast-off hats for protection from 
the sun during work in the sanita- 
tion and garbage crews. 

“The hunger and lack of privacy 
and the absence of occupation 
drove many people etemporarily 
insane,” says Mrs, Higgins. “But 
the experience brought out many 
good things in many people. I 
shall never forget the spectacle of 
the wealthiest man in Hongkong 
voluntarily taking over the job of 
head garbage collector.” 

After six months in the bombed 
buildings at Stanley, existing on 
rations of five ounces of meat per 
person per week, including buf- 
falo bones, and a few ounces of 
rice, weevily flour, and rotten Chi- 
nese cabbage, the exchange of 
American prisoners for Japanese 
was finally effected. On June 29, 
the Rev. Mr. Higgins, his wife and 
baby were put aboard the Jap- 
anese boat, the Sama Maru, and 
sent to Portuguese East Africa. 
At Lourenco Marques the Jap- 
anese from America were ex- 
changed for the prisoners of Japan 
and there the Higgins family board- 
ed the Gripsholm and on Aug. 24 
landed in New York. 

“The first carrot I ate made my 
eyes feel 10 times as strong and 
the first bowl of oatmeal sent the 
strength fairly coursing through 
my veins,” Mrs. Higgins can now 
say with a laugh. 
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HEN the Rev. Mr. Higgins 
W ianaea in New York, there 

was an invitation from Bishop 
William Scarlett of the Eastern 
Missouri Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church, offering him the Christ 
Church parish at Cape Girardeau. 

“Nothing could please us more 
than to be in a small town -vhere 
life is less demanding than in a 
large city,” Mrs. Higgins says now. 
“It is marvelous for Tyng. Soon 
I hope we will all three bé as 
good as new.” 

Mrs. Higgins, herself, was born 
in China, the daughter of mis- 
sionaries. While she was active 
in Red Cross work, the Rev. Mr. 
Higgins drove a truck over the 
Burma road evacuating 28 tons of 
scientific equipment of Central 
China College from Wuchang in 
Central China to a point on the 
Tibetan border, where the college 
is still operating. Their son was 
born in China. 

When the war is at last over 
and the peace of the world is es- 
tablished, both the Rev. and Mrs. 
Higgins hope some day to be able 
to return to China. 

“But,” says the Rev. Mr. Hig- 
gins, “we will have to see what 
kind of missionary work will be 
possible. The situation won't be 
the same. Most likely China will 
prefer to carry on her own Chris- 
tian work. She may prefer to in- 
vite people to come for specific 
jobs, but the day of the church 
sending whom it chooses is over.”

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 13. 
RANK CAPRA, who shares 
with Cecil B. DeMille the dis- 
tinction of being the only Hol- 
lywood motion picture director to 
get billing consistently over the 
stars on the picture theater mar- 
quees around the country, calls 
Pierre Watkin his “one-man stock 
company.” Since he arrived in 
Hollywood almost eight years ago, 
Watkin has worked in every Capra 
picture but one. That was “Lost 
Horizon,” and Watkin missed that 

because he was in the hospital. 

In his job as a free-lance char. 
tcter actor in the film capital, Wat- 
kin by no means waits between the 
Capra pictures for the next assign- 
ment. Along with Edward Arnold, 
Henry O'Neill, Stanley Andrews 
and other “standbys” of the pro- 
fession he is constantly in demand 
by such name directors as Gregory 
LaCava, Richard Wallace, Leo Mc- 
Carey and Preston Sturgess. Along 
with Capra, these men have grown 
to look upon Watkin as a stock 
company rather than an individ- 
ual due to his ability to play any 
sort of a role at a moment’s no- 
tice and to play it well. 

Watkin’s “stock” ability and con- 
sequent reputation in Hollywood is 
by no means an accident, as many 
theatergoers in St. Louis a few 
years ago wil] remember. For it 
was at the Orpheum Theater that 
Watkin became a St. Louis mat- 
inee idol in two seasons of 
legitimate stock in the company 
managed by Mary Hart, who has 
since become Mrs, Pierre Watkin.

Chicken Wings, Legs 


HICKEN legs and wings are

Wings and legs from 
a broiler, fryer or roasting chicken 
may be used in the recipe. 


Crabmeat Souffle 


One pound crabmeat, two table- 
spoons butter,. two tablespoons 
flour, one cup milk, one-half cun 
cream, one-half teaspoon salt, few 
grains cayenne, one teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce, two tablespoons 
sherry (optional), two eggs, sep- 
arated; buttered bread crumbs. 

Pick over crabmeat to remove 
any bits of bone or shell. Melt 
butter, blend in flour and gradual- 
ly add milk and cream, stirring 
until boiling point is reached. Add 
seasonings and egg yolks which 
have been slightly beaten and cook 
for two minutes longer. Remove 
from fire: add crabmeat, Worces- 
tershire and sherry and let cool 
somewhat. Then add egg whites 
which have been beaten. Turn into 
buttered baking dish and sprinkle 
top with buttered bread crumbs. 
Bake in slow oven (300 degrees F.) 
for 20 minutes. 


That's How Top-Flight Movie Director Frank Capra Describes 
Pierre Watkin—Constantly in Demand for ‘Class’ 


Watkin played everything from 
“Your Uncle Dudley” to the mur- 
derer in “Street Scene.” 


It was due to this reputation 
that Watkin and Mary Hart were 
called to New York in 1932—Miss 
Hart to produce a series of road 
shows for the Shuberts and Wat- 
kin to direct and play leads in 
numerous productions on the straw 
hat circuit of summer stock shows, 
They kept this up for three years 
until] one day in 1935 when they 
decided to get married and take 
an automobile tour to the coast for 
a short rest. They've been out 
here ever since. 
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HEN Watkin landed on the 
W coast his sole aim was rest. 

To get it, he leased a small 
home in the desert town of Palm 
Springs — 100 miles from Holly- 
wood—and began the rest cure 
by shedding his clothes and his 
theatrical toupe and stretching out 
in the California sunshine. After 
an hour’s rest he had his first vis- 
itor, It was Al Green, the direc- 
tor, who had known Watkin back 
in New York. Green said he was 
glad he had found Watty. Watty 
was just the man to play a char- 
acter role with Bette Davis in 
“Dangerous.” 


Reluctantly, Watkin put on his 
pants and his toupe and drove back 
to Hollywood with Green. 


That afternoon Watkin met Miss 
Davis who said she, too, thought 
Mr, Watkin would be just the 
man for the part. This was the 
beginning of a friendship with the 
actress which has lasted ever since 
and which has led to Watkin hav- 
ing had a part in virtually every 
Bette Davis picture. With Capra 
and Bette Davis heading the list 
of his champions, Watkin feels 
that Hollywood is a pretty swell 
place.

kin worked in roles in such films 
as “Mr, Deeds Goes to Town,” “Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington,” “Stage 
Door,” “Victor Herbert,” “Rosa- 
lie,” and dozens of the minor budg- 
eted pictures which play on the 
second half of the bill along with 
them. In fact Watkin has reached 
that spot reserved for a very few 
Hollywood actors whom you're 
likely to see in both pictures on 
a double program—enacting, per- 
haps, the role of a banker in one 
and a judge in another. Bankers 
and judges are Watkin’s special- 
ties. By actual count he has 
played 17 bankers and 12 judges. 
Add to these some 60 assorted 
play producers, rich uncles, promi- 
nent clubmen, impresarios, store- 
keepers, confidence men, senators 
and congressmen and you'll under- 
stand why he has a reputation as 
a fine character actor of the 
“class’”’ type in the files of all the 
Hollywood casting directors. 


Preferring to free-lance rather 
than sign a contract with a par- 
ticular studio and perhaps suffer 
the fate of innumerable motion 
picture actors who are forgotten 
because of a lack of product or 
parts at that studio, Watkin 
works practically all the time— 
often playing roles in two pictures 
at once with a morning call at one 
lot and an afternoon date at an- 
other. Sometimes his roles are re- 
hearsed and shot in an hour or 
two—others lasting several weeks 
as is the case with his present part 
in the Dorothy Lamour-Dick 
Powell picture “Riding High,” be- 
ing filmed at Paramount. 


Before the present stint, Wat- 
kin had roles in the new Bette 
Davis film, “Old Acquaintance,” 
and in “Mission to Moscow,” both 
at Warner Bros. 


In keeping with other Holly- 
wood character actors who have 
to be quite versatile in their roles, 
Watkin spends about $2800 a year 


on his wardrobe alone, For this 
investment he keeps up some 18 
business’ _ suits, three dinner 
jackets,. two full dress outfits, 
numerous pairs of slacks and 
sports outfits plus several drawers 
full of shirts and ties, A movie 
actor has often lost a good role 
because the director who inter- 
viewed him didn’t like the way his 
coat hung.

OOD shortages mean that 

we'll have to eat more fresh 

vegetables. And fresh vege- 
tables will give us the vitamins, 
minerals and other elements that 
we need for best health, 

Vegetables should be in every 
normal diet and there are no pills 
that can take their place. Vege- 
tables furnish soft bulk that helps 
regulate elimination and vegetables 
like celery are good for the teeth 
and gums, Vegetables tend to 
counteract the acidity productd 
by meat and eggs. And they're 
not high in calories, so they can 
be made the mainstay of the re- 
ducing diet. 

The normal] diet should contain 
a green, leafy vegetable. every 
day. Green leaves contain min- 
erals, especially iron, and _ the 
valuable vitamins A and B. Select 
your favorites from this list; 
Spinach, broccoli, cellards, beet 
tops, kale, turnip tops; these can 
be eaten raw: Cabbage, lettuce, 
tomatoes, onions, celery, radishes, 
salad greens. 

There should be at least one 
other green or yellow vegetable 
on the daily menu, It can be car- 
rots, squash, turnips, cauliflower, 
brussels sprouts, string beans, 
lima beans, peas, yellow corn or 
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tomatoes. The yellow vegetables 
such as carrots are a source of 
vitamin A and are especially de- 
sirable, 


How much of these vegetables 
shall we eat? If you are reducing, 
you can “fill up” on green vege- 
tables, eating as much as you 
wish (without butter). If you are 
trying to gain weight, eat at least 
your two vegetables daily, adding 
butter or creamed sauces, 

What about potatoes? Potatoes 
contain valuable iron and other 
minerals, and vitamin C, and for 
this reason a small potato should

The wey in which vegetables are 
cooked is very important, too, for 
incorrect cooking may destroy or 
lose some of the valuable vitamins, 
Don't drown your vegetables with 
water, because some . vitamins, 
especially Bl, dissolve in the cook- 
ing water, and are lost when it is 
poured off, This “pot likker” is 
often rich in vitamins; modern sci- 
ence points out the good sense in 
using it in soups and sauces. With 
some thick-bottomed pots, very 
little or no water has to be added, 
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especially for vegetables such as 
spinach, 

Cooking too long may destroy 
some of the vitamin content of 
vegetables. Vitamin C is rapidly 
destroyed by cooking. Cover vege- 
tables while cooking and never add 
bicarbonate of soda to them ,to 
bring out the green color, as this 
destroys some of the vitamin con- 
tent. 

Busy workers often suffer from 
“heartburn,” or indigestion and 
other stomach disorders that are 
directly traceable to poor eating 
habits. Any stomach complaint 
may be due to an organic disorder 
in the stomach or elsewhere, and 
should be investigated. If you have 
any persistent symptoms of indi- 
gestion, get a health check-up by 
your doctor to be sure that there 
is no more serious disorder present, 


But many symptoms are due to 
nothiAg more than bad habits of 
eating. Other penalties of eating 
indiscreetly may be; fullness and 
distention after meals, gas, coated 
tongue, a “logy” feeling, headaches, 
listlessness, abdominal discomfort. 
Poor eating habits, if persisted in, 
may result in a gastritis or in- 
flamed stomach lining, and it may 
take weeks of sensible dieting be- 
fore your “heartburn” clears up.

Americans of German Blood in 
Nearby Millstadt Have Sent 160 


of Their Sons Into Armed Forces 


of U. $.—Buying Bonds, Stamps

DOLF HITLER used to have 
Ax idea that Americans of 

German blood would rally to 
the Reich at his call. He may well 
have had his eye particularly on 
Southern Illinois, where Americans 
of German blood are many. If so, 
he made a bad guess. Millstadt is 
the proof of that. 


Millstadt’s answer to Hitler’s call 
has been the sending of 160 of its 
sons into the armed services of the 
United States, sacrificial support 
of every phase of the war effort 
and the final erasure of the Ger- 
man language from the worship of 
its churches, where it had survived 
long after it had vanished from 
all other community groups. 


In later years, although the regu- 
lar services at the Evangelical and 
Lutheran churches had long been 
conducted in English, special serv- 
ices were held once or twice a 
month for the older members who 
still spoke the mother tongue and 
found a _ special solace in the 
psalms and hymns that had been 
dear to them from their youth. Im- 
mediately after the United States 
entered the war the German serv- 
ices were discontinued at.the Lu- 
theran church and at the begin; 
ning of this year they were discon- 
tinued at the Evangelical Church 
except that once a year, on Good 
Friday, the speech of the fore- 
fathers will be heard in that sanc- 
tuary. 

Millstadt is almost within sight 
of St. Louis, but until the coming 
of a railroad spur and the later 
building of highways, it was an in- 
land village where the German 
speech and German customs sur- 
vived longer than in most of the 
Illinois communities which were 
settled by the German immigrants 
more than a century ago. 


Out of Hessen-Darmstadt, Baden 
and Bavaria came the pioneers 
who formed the _ Illinois settle- 
ments, Some of them homesteaded 
a community near what is now 
Millstadt and called it Saxton, and 
founded there a congregation that 
they called Zion, grounded in the 
Evangelical faith that they had 
brought from the fatherland. That 
was 108 years ago and it is only 
now that the use of the German 
language in the congregation’s 
services in Millstadt has ceased. 


It was the circumstance of a 
barn-raising, according to the tra- 
dition, that led to the selection of 
the townsite that was to. become 
Millstadt. There was a farmer 
named Randlemann who owned 
much land. On a high point in the 
midst of his holdings the barn was 
The ridge pole had 


ers, sitting astride it, looked about 
him. “This would be a good place 
for a town,” he said. The saying 
was remembered and the building 
of the town began. 


At first, because it was in the 
middle of things, with cleared 
lands and timber sloping to the 
horizon, it was called Centerville. 
When a postoffice was established 
there it could not be given the 
community name because there 
was already a Centerville post- 
office in the state. 
gested Mittelstadt, the German for 
Centerville, and a request for that 
name was sent to Washington, but 
because the word was not suf- 
ficiently legible, or for some other 
reason, the new postoffice was 
named Millstadt. 

It was not inappropriate at 
that, for from the earliest times 
there had been a flour mill in the 
settlement, as there is to this day. 
That and the water tower with 
the town name on it are the first 
things that are seen as one ap- 
proaches from Belleville. It is gen- 
erally believed that the town de- 
rived its name from the mill— 
Milltown. The old folks, though, 
give the other explanation. 

Millstadt, nevertheless, continued 
to be the middle of things for the 
German founding fathers. In the 
earlier years it and the surround- 
ing farming country formed a

veritable little Germany, except 
that they enjoyed a freedom that 
they had not known in the old 
country. That was why they had 
left the old country. That is why 
Hitler’s call to rally to the Reich 
falls on deaf ears now, 


The men who left Germany in 
the 1830s and 1840s hoped: that 
they had heard the last of wars, 
for they had known nothing but 
wars in the old country. But wars 
came. There were Millstadt men 
who fought in the Civil War and 
whose graves in old Zion cemetery 
are marked with tiny flags. One 
who walks there on a bright 
winter day reads on a crumbling 
headstone: 

“Hier ruht in Gott, George 
Fritzmer, geb. 1815 zu Duidelsheim 
Grosherzogthum, Hessen, __ gest. 
Jan. 20, 1883.” 

And there is a marker that says 
this man fought in Company K, 
149th Illinois Infantry. 

There are many, geborn in Ger- 
many, who “Hier ruht in Gott.” 
The inscription that is found on 
one headstone might well serve for 
many of the men of Zion who 
there rest in God: 

“Christus ist mein leben, 
Sterben ist mein gewinn.” 
Christ, not Hitler, was their life 
and dying was their victory.

HEN came the first World War 
T ana the men of Millstadt were 

faced with what looked like a 
choice, but it wasn’t that. Their 
fathers and grandfathers had made 
the choice for them when they left 
Germany for America. Now Amer- 
ica was at war with Germany. 
Very well, they would fight for 
America. The young men went 
with their fathers’ blessings and 
their mothers’ prayers and fought 
against their parents’ fatherland. 
Most of them came back when the 
war was over and formed a post 
of the American Legion and built 
themselves a home and it is their 
boast, a proper ground for pride, 
that for 15 years they have had a 
100 per cent membership, with 59 
now on the roll, 

After the first World War life 
went on in Millstadt much as it 
had before, the old way of life 
giving way slowly to the new. Ger- 
man was still spoken in_ the 
churches and in most of the homes

and taught to the young in the 
parochial schools. As late as 10 
years ago the children still spoke 
German among themselves. The 
older men still sang at the Lieder: 
kranz, but there were not as many 
as there used to be. 

There came a time when the 
mill town that had been German 
and then German-American, had 
become American indeed, ag it had 
always been at heart. There were 
only a few old men who held to 
the old way. They gathered after- 
noons at Louis Muskopf’s black- 
smith shop and warmed themselves 
at the forge and spoke in the lan- 
guage that they loved best, though 
America was their land and they 
knew no other loyalty. 


Then Louis Muskopf, stricken in 
years, died, and the old blacksmith 
shop was closed and the old men 
were doubly bereft, in his death 
and the closing of the shop that 
had been their meeting place. For 
a while they withdrew within 
themselves and were not seen away 
from their homes. Gradually they 
came out of their seclusion and 
found their ways to the town’s tav- 
erns, where they could speak to 
each other in the language that 
they best understood. 

Now, on Wednesday nights, they 
gather at Joe Mueth’s place, 
where there are war pictures on 
the wall, with crossed flags above 
them, and play their  pinochle, 


silent for the most part but speak- 
ing German when they have any- 
thing to say — Frank Schlising, 
Dan Muskopf, Bill Pistor and 
Henry Miller and sometimes 
others. 


Joe Mueth calls attention to the 
photographs of two of his sons, 
in uniform, against the mirror and 
feels called upon to explain why 
another son is behind the bar. 
“That one would be in the army 
too,” says Mueth, “but he has a 
bad stomach and they won't take 
him,” 
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E is proud of his sons, is Joe 

Mueth, and of his daughters, 

too—eight boys and two girls, 
he confides. “You should see the 
picture of my family,” he says, and 
goes upstairs to bring it. “These 
two are in, Herbert in Hawaii and 
Emil in Massachusetts, The two 
older ones are married and in 
Class D. The other three boys are 
too young. One of the girls is in 
defense work.” 


It isn’t much, what he can do 
to help win the war, he says.

Mary Merkel, who has given two 
boys and the third is ready to go, 
and she is a widow and she has 
only those three boys. 

Joe Mueth keeps his clock 10 


minutes fast, so that his customers 
won't stay overtime. All the cus- 
tomers know it but they don’t let 
on, It is 9 by the clock and Joe 
says it is time to close. By rights 
it is only 10 minutes to 9, but no- 
body ever thinks of disputing Joe 
or his clock. The old boys quit 
without protest and go to the door, 
They say “Gute nacht, Joe,” and 
Joe says “Gute nacht, boys,” and 
they go out into the night. 


Millstadt, with its 1300 people, 
mostly of German blood, whom 
Hitler would like to have on his 
side, goes to rest with the con- 
sciousness that it has done its 
part in the war against Germany. 
It has done its part in buying 


bonds and stamps, more than have 
been bought by any other town 
of its size in the county, Next day 
Postmaster F. D. Hatter will stand 
at his defense window at the post- 
office, as he stands every day, 
selling more bonds and stamps. It 
has done its part for the Red 
Cross and China relief and in 
every drive that has come along. 
Its people have given their blood 
and its fathers and mothers have 
given their sons—160 of them from 
the town and countryside. Let 
Adolf Hitler take note of that and 
know that American men of Ger- 
man blood will never rally to the 
Reich at his call,

A Cook's Tour 
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By George Rector 


HEN you find yourself with 
W: small quantity of chicken, 

meat or fish on hand and 
would like to extend it into a meal 
for the family a savory souffle 
holds one of the possibilities, 
Souffles are more delicate when 
baked in an ungreased baking dish 
which is placed in a pan of hot 
water in moderate oven and 
cooked until firm. This type of 
souffle is served as soon as it 
leaves the oven and from the. dish 
in which it was baked. When a 
souffle is to be unmolded, such as 
a ring mold, which you would like 
to fill with some creamed mixture, 
the ring or form must be well 
greased. 


SOUFFLE. 


(For Chicken, Meat or Fish.) 


Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one cup milk or 
thin cream, one-half cup soft bread 
crumbs, one cup finely chopped 
cooked chicken meat or fish, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, three eggs, sepa- 
rated. 


Melt butter, blend in flour and 
cook until low heat causes bubbles 
to form; add milk and stir con- 
stantly until thickened. Then add 
bread crumbs, finely chopped 
cooked meat (chicken, ham or 
veal), salt and pepper and well 
beaten egg yolks. When. mixture 
is made of chicken or veal one- 
fourth teaspoon of celery salt may 
be added. A slight grating of onion 
for ham or fish may be used. Cook 
one minute longer and remove 
from heat. Fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whités. Turn into baking dish 
and place in pan containing hot 
water and bake in moderate oven 
about 35 minutes, 


HERE IS a favorite luncheon 
dish when served with a leafy 
green salad. 


CHEESE FONDU. 


One and one-half cups soft 
bread crumbs, one and one-half 
cups grated cheese, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one cup hot milk or 
water, two eggs, beaten separately; 
one-half teaspoon dry English mus- 
tard, one-fourth teaspoon baking 
powder. 


Mix crumbs, cheese, salt and hot 
milk or water together. Add well 
beaten egg yolks to which dry 
mustard has been added while 
beating. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites to which baking powder has 
been added while beating. Pour 
mixture into buttered baking dish, 
set in a pan of hot water and bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees) 30 
to 35 minutes, 
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ONE ALWAYS appreciates a 
new flavor in salads and as this 
is something which can be accom- 
plished by dressings, here are some 
you might like to experiment with: 


SALAD DRESSING. 


One teaspoon powdered sugar, 
one teaspoon mustard, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
cayenne pepper, two tablespoons 
vinegar, one egg, unbeaten; one 
cup salad oil. 


Add dry ingredients to vinegar 
and stir until dissolved. Add un- 
beaten egg ahd one-third of the oil 
and beat all together for one min- 
ute. Add another one-third and 
beat for one minute. Add balance 
of oil and beat until thick.

SPECIAL FRENCH DRESSING. 
(For Shellfish Salads.) 


One cup French dressing, one- 
half cup tomato ketchup, one tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, slight 
grating of onion. 

Make the French dressing, using 
one part vinegar to three parts oil, 
adding one-half teaspoon of salt. 
Add ketchup, Worcestershire and 
onion and shake in bottle until 
thoroughly mixed. 


FRENCH GRIDDLE TOAST. 


Three eggs, one cup milk, two 
tablespoons sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, six slices of bread (one 
day old). 

Beat eggs slightly, add milk, 
sugar and salt. Strain through 
cheesecloth into a shallow pan. Cut 
bread in one-half inch slices and 
remove all crusts. Dip each slice 
of bread in the egg and milk mix- 
ture turning the slices until well 
absorbed. Brown both sides on a 
hot well greased griddle or frying 
pan. Remave the hot plate and 
sprinkle lightly with powdered sug- 
ar. Serve with jelly, preserves, 
honey or maple syrup.

SIMPLE BREAD PUDDING. 


One quart milk, two cups stale 
bread crumbs, one-half cup sugar, 
one tablespoon butter or substi- 
tute, two eggs, slightly beaten; one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one teaspoon va- 
nilla extract. 

Scald milk in top part of double 
boiler. Remove from stove, add 
bread crumbs and let stand 30 
minutes. Then add balance of in- 
gredients and stir until blended. 
Turn mixture into buttered pud- 
ding dish and bake in moderate 
oven (325 degrees) for one hour. 


ONE OF MY favorite soups is 
Mulligatawny. Why not have this 
soup more often in the home? 
It is not difficult to make, but be- 
fore I give the recipe I would sug- 
gest the purchase of a small jar 
of extract of concentrated beef. 
Yes, when these beef concentrates 
are dissolved in boiling water they 
take the place of stock. All soups 
of this kind require a good stock, 
to say nothing of the short cut 
which is obtained for the average 
household, A tablespoon of extract 
or concentrate of beef will suffice 
for a quart of stock. 

Now this is what you will need: 
One onion, one carrot, one-half cup 
of diced celery tops, a sprig of 
parsley, blade of mace, two cloves, 
one apple or a stalk of rhubarb, 
one tablespoon of meat extract, 
one-half cup of fat, one-half cup 
of flour, one tablespoon of curry 
powder, one quart of boiling water, 
one-half teaspoon of salt and a 
teaspoon of lemon juice. 

Wash, peel and cut the vege- 
tables and apple into dice. Melt 
the fat (half beef fat and half 
shortening) and cook the vege- 
tables over low heat until soft, 
stirring often. Add the flour and 
curry powder and cook several 
minutes longer, stirring until well 
mixed. Remove from fire and add 
the beef extract which has been 
dissolved in the boiling water, stir- 
ring constantly for smoothness. 
Return to fire and bring to a boil. 


Now add the apple, spices and the 5 


salt. Simmer gently about 40 min- 


utes in a covered saucepan, stir- a 


ring occasionally. Remove from 
fire and add the lemon juice and 
more salt if necessary. This is a 
thick soup, but can be thinned out 
with a little hot water should you

Valentine, and the ‘festival of lovers’ which has been 
taking place on St. Valentine’s day, and there is no connec- 
tion beyond the fact that both first took place many centuries 
ago and in early spring, lovers and friends continue 
to celebrate their sentiment on this day with ‘Valentines,’ 
cards with hearts and flowers or traditionally grotesque 
figures and rhymed couplets. But this year, with the biggest 
war in history on the hands of the nation and an overseas 
army rapidly growing toward the millions, some entirely 
new twists have been given the old moods in the shape of 
more than 100 “Valentine” card designs made especially for 
service men and the families of men in service. Ranging in 
price from 10 to 50 cents, initial orders, in unprecedented 
numbers, were exhausted as early as the first week in Jan- 
uary, when buyers here and nationally began sending them 
overseas for timely delivery. Valentine cards sent fell into 
two chief categories—sentimental and “novelty.” Sweet- 
hearts and young wives seem to have preferred the senti- 
mental variety, emphasizing constancy, tenderness and in- 
exhaustible memory; parents, sisters and friends contented 
themselves with the emotionally more restrained novelty 
numbers, which point up the comic and rueful side of things 
mostly.

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A St. Louis Factory That Once Made Pitching Machines 
Now Makes "Rings” for Antiaircraft Shells 


From Baseball to Ammunition 


These two photographs illustrate the 
change the war has made in the output of 
the Victory Engineering and Machine 
Works, Incorporated, of St. Louis. The 
company was manufacturing baseball 
oe machines, like the one which 

ut Joe Mathes of the Cardinals is 
shown oper in spring batting prac- 
tice (Shortstop Martin Marion is the bat- 
ter), when the rubber shortage halted this 
production; the machine, also used as an 
amusement device, required a heavy rub- © 
ber band.

AST year the Victory coeetng and Machine Works, Incorporated, 

£ helped the St. Louis Cardinals win a world championship. This year, 

it is helping the United Nations win a war. The transition is typical 

of the drastic change the war has brought to a large part of American 

industry—and affords an example, moreover, of American resourceful- 
ness responding to the national emergency. 

A year ago the Victory company was established by Ray E. Ponder, 

an engineer, and Charles D. Viahek, a mechanic, with its principal 


business the manufacture of the baseball pitching machine patented by 
Byron Moser, president of the Mutual Bank and Trust Company. Ponder, 
president of the new concern, and Vichek, executive vice-president, had, 
mend with A. F. Howe, Fnac a in the development of the machine, 

hich was used by the Cardinals in training camp last spring (an earlier 
model was used the previous spring) to sharpen their batting eyes. Be- 
fore all the 10 machines in the company’s first order were finished, the 
, rubber shortage stopped this work; the machine uses a powerful rubber 
band to hurl the ball. The Victory company then turned its factory at 
901 South Boyle avenue into a war plant, devoted almost exclusively to 
the manufacture of.copper rings used on the projectiles of 20-millimeter 
antiaircraft shells. The rings are cut from tubes of copper by a machine 
invented by Ponder and Viahek; the machine's cu mechanism has 
about 60 parts, including four cutters, and can slice off rings at the rate 
of three a second. It is said to have the advantages of speed, conserva- 
tion of material and ability to reveal defects in material. The company 
began filling orders for the rings last July. It is now supplying them to 
a number of concerns filling Government orders—turning 
rate of five million a month, working 24 hours a day, preparing to in- 
crease its capacity until it will be able to produce each month 30 million 
of the small pieces of metal which are required for the operation of one 
of the most successful American guns. 


In the upper pile are 1000 copper s of the size made by the Victory 
com gt small pile at right ray materiq! left over after they are 
cut by the Victory machine. The bottom pile shows the residue when 
that many rings are cut by sawing. Oxidation prevents the “sawdust” 
from being reclaimed as fully as the shavings. 
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This is the machine which shears rings off copper tubes at the 
rate of three a second. Its exact method of operation is secret, 
but its inventors, Ponder and Viahek, say that the pe enea 
mechanism, which has about 60 parts and operates in a punc 

press, uses four cutters. The cutting is done at the far end of the 
copper tube, which lies parallel with the wall. The operator 
feeds the tube into the die by turning the sensitive wheel. A 
ring may be seen dropping into the box in foreground. Another
